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New  Multiple  Dressings  Pack 

STOCKS  AVAILABLE  SOON 

A  NEW  multiple  pack  of  dressings  was  announced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  January  23  by  Mr.  J.  Nixon  Browne  (Joint  Under-Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland).  It  was  hoped,  said  Mr.  Browne,  that  the 
pack,  a  larger  pack  of  dressings  for  general  use,  would  be  in  chemists' 
shops  within  eight  or  twelve  weeks 


Dr.  J.  Dickson  Mabon  raised  the 
question  of  multiple  packs,  partic- 
ularly in  relation  to  diabetic,  tuber- 
cular, colostomy  and  cardiac  patients. 
Was  it  not  possible  for  the  De- 
partment of  Health  for  Scotland  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  he  said,  to  lay 
down  a  rule  that  doctors  could  prepare 
multiple  packs  from  lists  of  variants? 
The  doctor  would  have  a  list  of  com- 
modities which  he  was  able  to  prescribe 
and  the  various  items  would,  in  effect, 
be  prescribed  as  a  multiple  pack.  All 
the  patient  would  have  to  do  would  be 
to  go  to  the  chemist,  who  would  have 
all  the  items  listed  on  the  form  EC  10 
and  be  able  to  work  out  a  permutation 
of  the  permitted  items.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  the  chemist  there  would  be 
no  difficulty  because  he  would  be 
taking  those  items  from  stock.  Mr. 
Browne  said  that  at  the  time  the  in- 
creased prescription  charges  were  intro- 
duced in  December  1956  ten 
multiple  packs  were  already  on  the 
market.  Since  then  they  had  been 
trying,  with  the  help  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  to  devise  fur- 
ther packs  for  chronic  sick  patients. 
Discussion  had  been  conducted  on  a 
Great  Britain  basis  but  the  only  new 
pack  they  had  been  able  to  devise  that 
would  seem  likely  to  benefit  a  sufficient 
number  of  patients  to  make  its  produc- 
tion useful  was  a  larger  pack  of  dress- 
ings for  general  use.  That  proposal  was 
at  present  before  the  manufacturers, 
who  were  considering  production 
arrangements.  For  other  Parliamentary 
news  see  p.  113. 

Purchase  Tax  Returns 

RECORD  YIELD  FROM  DRUGS 

THE  total  purchase  tax  yield  in  the 
financial  year  1956-57  was  a  record  at 
£457  9  millions,  or  £391  millions  above 
the  previous  year  which  itself  was  a 
record  although  reflecting  the  lower 
rates  of  tax  in  force  before  the  autumn 
Budget  of  1955.  The  amount  of  pur- 
chase tax  obtained  from  drugs  and 
medicines  is  estimated  at  £11 '2  millions 
(against  £9'4  millions)  and  that  from 
perfumery,  cosmetics  and  toilet  prepar- 
ations, £30  3  millions  (£24  6  millions), 
while  cameras  and  photographic  goods 
are  estimated  to  have  yielded  £4'7  mil- 


lions (£41  millions).  Those  statistics  are 
given  in  the  forty-eighth  report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
published  recently  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office  (price  9s.  6d.).  The  report  also 
shows  that  the  yield  of  duty  from  sac- 
charin remained  practically  unchanged 
at  £118  millions.  About  407,000  proof 
gall,  of  ethyl  alcohol  was  exported  in 
medicinal  preparations  and  19'6  million 
proof  gall,  was  distributed  for  methyl- 
ation. 

Franco-British  Congress 

PROVISIONAL  ARRANGEMENTS 

PROVISIONAL  reservations  are  being 
made  for  the  Franco-British  Pharma- 
ceutical Commission  Congress  which  is 
to  be  held  at  Peebles,  Scotland,  June 
13-16.  The  cost,  including  an  all-day 
excursion  on  the  Sunday,  from  Friday's 
dinner  to  Monday's  breakfast,  is  to  be 
£11  per  head.  Interested  British  phar- 
macists should  send  for  application 
forms  to  the  Secretary,  Franco-British 
Pharmaceutical  Commission,  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I.  A 
pre-congress  tour  of  Scotland  from 
June  9-13  is  being  arranged  for  the 


French  visitors.  British  members  are 
being  invited  to  co-operate  by  taking 
the  visitors  as  car  passengers.  The  dri- 
ver would  plan  the  itinerary  and  re- 
serve accommodation  for  his  party.

Public  Pharmacists 

GUILD  BRANCH  DELEGATES'  MEETING 

THE  branch  delegates'  meeting  of  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held 
at  Dudley  Road  Hospital,  Birmingham, 
on  January  25.  Mr.  V.  Yates 
(Member  of  Parliament,  Ladywood 
division),  in  welcoming  the  delegates  to 
the  city,  reminded  them  that  during 
the  past  ten  to  fifteen  years  the 
manual  workers  had,  by  comparison, 
outstripped  the  professional  workers  in 
the  field  of  wage  increases — a  position 
which  he  felt  was  serious.  Motions  for 
discussion  ranged  from  the  need  for 
post-entry  and  refresher  courses  to  the 
questions  of  salaries  and  conditions  of 
service.  A  report  on  the  problems  of 
assistants  to  pharmacists  in  hospitals, 
which  is  to  be  circulated  to  branches, 
was  presented  by  the  council.  Sugges- 
tions for  changes  in  the  system  of  elec- 
tion to  the  council  were  also  made. 

Balancing  the  Budget 

LEVY  INCREASE  ON  LOCAL  COMMITTEES 

INCREASED  levies  are  to  be  made  on 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  in 
England  and  Wales  to  produce  an  addi- 
tional annual  income  of  £3,500  to  bal- 
ance Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  expenditure.  In  recent

Factories  Report 

USE  OF  RADIOACTIVE  MATERIALS 

A  RAPID  growth  in  the  industrial  use 
of  radioactive  materials  is  referred  to 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Factories  for  1956  published  in  Janu- 
ary. At  the  end  of  1956,  362  factories 
were  receiving  radioisotopes  direct  from 
Harwell  and  the  Radiochemical  Centre. 
Amersham,  compared  with  300  in  1955. 
"  It  has  been  increasingly  felt,"  states 
the  report,  "  that  the  use  of  radioactive 
materials  (other  than  for  luminising, 
which  is  the  subject  of  existing  Regu- 
lations) should  be  brought  under  more 
detailed  control.  An  expert  committee, 
on  which  a  number  of  organisations 
were  represented,  was  formed  to  ex- 
amine a  draft  code  of  Regulations 
which  had  been  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  as  a  result  draft  Regulations  in  re- 
spect of  sealed  sources  were  nearly 
complete  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
have  since  been  published."  The  Regu- 
lations are  to  cover  x-  and  gamma 
radiography,  x-ray  fluoroscopy  and 
crystallography,  radioactive  static-elim- 
inators and  thickness  gauges,  .v-ray 
thickness  gauges,  and  x-ray  and  radio- 
active sources  used  for  irradiation  of 
chemicals  and  foods.  During  1956  the 
number  of  notified  accidents  totalled 
184,098  non-fatal  and  687  fatal,  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1955  being 
187,700  and  703,  respectively.  The  non- 
fatal accidents  showed  a  reduction  for 
the  first  time  since  1952.  The  accident 
rate  was  the  lowest  yet  recorded.  The 
number  of  gassing  accidents  in  1956 
was  236,  of  which  eighteen  were  fatal. 
The  total  number  of  cases  of  indus- 
trial poisoning  or  disease  notified  under 
the  Factories  Act,  1937,  and  under  the 
Lead  Paint  Act  was  492.  There  were 
forty-nine  cases  of  lead  poisoning,  in- 
cluding one  fatality,  and  nineteen  cases 
of  anthrax,  of  which  three  were  fatal. 
Notified  cases  of  epitheliomatous  ulcer- 
ation totalled  199,  and  there  were 
twenty-three  fatalities.  There  were  189 
notified  cases  of  chrome  ulceration. 
The  report  is  obtainable  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  9s.  6d. 

Skin  Penetration 

A    COSMETIC    INDUSTRY  PROBLEM 

SOME  of  the  factors  that  play  a  part 
in  the  penetration  of  the  skin  were 
outlined  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Marriott  in  a 
lecture  to  the  Society  of  Cosmetic 
Chemists  in  London  recently.  The 
problems  were  important,  he  said, 
because  the  cosmetic  industry  re- 
lied wholly  on  topical  application. 
After  briefly  discussing  skin  histology, 
the  speaker  pointed  out  that  the 
leather  manufacturer  seldom  had  to 
solve,  with  dead  skin,  the  problem  of 
impermeability  in  the  epidermis:  he 


removed  it.  Nevertheless,  leather  had 
to  be  treated  with  oil,  and  the  problems 
involved  in  getting  oil  into  the  tanned 
skin  had  many  similarities  with  those 
encountered  by  the  cosmetician,  especi- 
ally as  it  was  necessary  for  leather  to 
contain  free  water  when  treated  with 
oil.  Spreading  oil  on  a  free  water  sur- 
face was  the  key  to  the  situation.  It 
related,  however,  solely  to  films  of 
molecular  thickness  and  not  to  the  pro- 
perties of  a  liquid  in  bulk.  The  need 
of  the  living  organism  for  a  protective 
membrane  of  low  permeability,  such 
as  the  epidermis,  was  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  the  collagenous  fibres  of  the 
underlying  corium  were  highly  hydra- 
ted,  reactive,  and  easily  damaged. 
The  speaker  gave  examples  of  the 
effects  of  various  forms  of  emulsion 
on  the  ability  of  the  topically-applied 
material  to  penetrate  into  the  epider- 
mis and  through  the  epidermis  into  the 
blood  stream.  With  water-soluble  sub- 
stances the  ionisation  factor  had  to  be 
considered  in  relation  to  mobility. 
With  weak  acids  and  bases,  un-ionised 
molecules  were  free  to  diffuse  through 
the  electrostatic  barrier  of  the 
epidermis.  The  speaker  also  dealt  with 
various  forms  of  emulsifying  agent,  in- 
cluding ionic,  non-ionic  and  ampholytic 
surface-active  agents,  and  discussed  the 
suitability  of  the  many  varieties  of 
emulsions  as  bases  for  inunctions  of 
the  intact  skin. 

Pharmacy  and  the  Press 

RIGHTS  OF  "  A  LIVERPOOL  PHARMACIST  " 

IN  a  Liverpool  newspaper  recently  an 
"  open  letter  "  was  addressed  to  the 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
over  the  non  de  plume  "  A  Liverpool 
Pharmacist."  The  letter  was  critical  of  a 
note  contained  in  a  circular  sent  out  to 
members  by  the  secretary  (Mr.  Denver 
L.  Rees)  to  the  effect  that  "  Your  coun- 
cil and  committee  regret  to  note  that 
members  have  publicly  expressed  their 
views  in  the  local  Press  on  matters  re- 
lating to  prescribing  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  Whilst  those  criticisms 
may  be  justified,  your  council  and 
committee  feel  that  no  object  can  be 
served  by  such  letters  except  to  endan- 
ger the  good  relations  that  have  existed 
between  the  medical  and  pharmaceuti- 
cal professions."  "  Liverpool  Pharma- 
cist's "  theme  was  to  denounce  what  he 
called  the  "  speak-no-evil  "  policy.  He 
maintained  that  it  had  led  to  the  gen- 
eral inability  of  the  public  to  under- 
stand the  pharmacist's  problems  and 
to  his  being  regarded  as  the  "  skivvy  " 
of  the  medical  profession.  "  Are  the 
pharmacists  not  entitled  to  the  basic 
rights  of  a  free  Press,"  the  letter  con- 
tinues. Has  this  committee  done  any- 
thing by  word  or  deed  to  help  the  small 
private  chemists,  or  will  it  hang  fire 
until  they,  or  most  of  them,  are  forced 
out  by  their  more  wealthy  neighbours? 
Will  this  committee  approach  the  medi- 
cal profession  and  explain  the  pharma- 
cists' problems  and  ask  for  some  re- 
straint, otherwise  bad  feeling  is  bound 
to  arise?  Can  the  pharmacist  help  but 
feel  that  he  is  being  exploited  by  the 
system  as  it  exists  at  the  moment?  No 
good  has  ever  come  from  restraining 
true  opinions,  and  the  public  and  the 


medical  profession  should  know  the 
truth  of  the  situation." 

University  Research  Aid 

PHARMACEUTICAL  INDUSTRY'S  EXAMPLE 

A  CALL  for  other  industries  to  follow 
the  example  of  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical companies  by  investing  in  uni- 
versity research  projects  was  made  by 
Professor  Robert  Cruickshank  in  his 
inaugural  address  as  Professor  of  Bac- 
teriology at  Edinburgh  University,  re- 
cently. Professor  Cruickshank  claimed 
that  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies were  beginning  to  realise  that 
financial  support  for  research  projects 
in  universities  was  an  excellent  invest- 
ment. Their  lead,  he  urged,  should  be 
followed  by  other  industries.  Modern 
research  was  very  expensive.  The  uni- 
versities were  the  most  important  cen- 
tres for  research  developments,  but 
they  could  only  continue  to  fulfil  this 
essential  function  by  adequate  financial 
support  from  industry  as  well  as  the 
State. 

Research  Fellowships 

EXTENSION  OF  I.C.I.  SCHEME 

AN  extension  to  the  scheme  of  post- 
doctorate  Fellowships  for  research  in 
chemistry,  physics,  engineering  and  re- 
lated sciences  financed  by  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  was  an- 
nounced recently.  In  future,  the  Fel- 
lowship Scheme  is  to  apply  to  all  Uni- 
versities in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  the 
University  College  of  North  Stafford- 
shire and  to  Trinity  College  and  Uni- 
versity College,  Dublin.  The  number  of 
Fellowships  is  being  increased  from 
ninety-two  to  103.  Individual  Fellow- 
ships are  to  range  in  value  between 
£700  and  £1,000  per  annum  and  aver- 
age £900  —  an  increase  of  £100  per 
annum  over  the  old  figure.  The  follow- 
ing universities  are  now  brought  within 
the  scheme  for  the  first  time :  Aber- 
deen, Belfast,  Bristol,  Exeter,  Hull,  Not- 
tingham, Leicester,  North  Stafford. 
Reading,  Southampton,  St.  Andrews. 
Sheffield  and  Trinity  and  University 
Colleges.  Dublin. 

National  Insurance 

INCREASED  CONTRIBUTION  RATES 

INCREASED  National  Insurance  con- 
tributions become  effective  on  Febru- 
ary 3.  The  new  rate  paid  by  an  em- 
ployed man  is  9s.  5d.  (increased  from 
Is.  5d.)  and  by  his  employer  8s.  Id. 
(6s.  2d.),  making  a  total  of  17s.  6d. 
(13s.  7d.).  An  employed  woman  is  to 
pay  7s.  8d.  (6s.),  her  employer  6s.  7d. 
(5s.  Id.),  total  14s.  3d.  (lis.  Id.).  The 
rate  for  a  self-employed  man  is  lis.  6d. 
(9s.  3d.)  and  a  self-employed  woman 
9s.  8d.  (7s.  10d.).  The  rate  for  a  non- 
employed  man  is  9s.  Id.  (7s.  4d.)  and 
a  non-employed  woman  7s.  3d. 
(5s.  10d.).

Arrangements  for  inoculation 
against  poliomyelitis  have  been  exten- 
ded to  cover  expectant  mothers  and  all 
children  aged  from  six  months  to  fifteen 
years. 

Thieves  who  broke  into  the  Market 
Place,  Romford,  Essex,  premises  of 
Macarthys,  Ltd.,  recently,  stole  goods 
valued  at  £500.  Entry  was  made  by  re- 
moving thirty  tiles  from  the  roof. 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Doctors' 
and  Dentists'  Remuneration  is  holding 
a  public  hearing  in  the  Convocation 
Hall,  Church  House,  Great  Smith 
Street,  London,  S.W.I,  at  11.15  a.m. 
on  February  6. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Journal  an- 
nounces the  retirement  on  January  31 
of  Mr.  F.  W.  Hills  as  Assistant  Editor. 
Mr.  Hills  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  S. 
Blyth,  M.P.S..  formerly  Assistant  Editor 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

A  blaze  on  January  22  in  an  un- 
occupied flat  above  the  Sheffield  branch 
of  Eardley  &  Furnival,  Ltd.,  dispensing 
chemists,  Fulwood  Road,  was  tackled 
by  assistants.  Using  fire  extinguishers 
they  had  the  blaze  under  control  by 
the  time  the  firemen  arrived. 

Sowerby  Bridge,  Yorkshire,  police 
on  January  23  sought,  through  police 
loud  speakers  and  the  network  of  a 
local  radio  relay  station,  to  trace  a 
woman  who  asked  for  Indian  brandy 
in  a  chemist's  shop,  and  by  mistake  was 
sold  a  poison.  It  was  returned  to  the 
shop  soon  afterwards. 

Bearing  in  the  side  a  deeply  moulded 
inscription,  "  W.  Skoulding,  Chemist, 
Wymondham,"  a  stone  bottle  has  been 
dug  up  during  excavation  of  a  site  on 
which  Wymondham,  Norfolk,  urban 
district  council  is  to  build  bungalows. 
A  Mr.  Skoulding  was  in  business  at 
Market  Street,  Wymondham,  about  a 
century  ago. 

The  British  Medical  Association  has 
intervened  at  an  inquiry  held  at  the 
town  hall  of  the  borough  of  St.  Mary- 
lebone,  London,  to  object  to  a  parking- 
meter  scheme  proposed  by  the  borough 
council.  In  some  areas  doctors  have 
been  refusing  to  accept  patients  because 
of  parking  difficulties,  and  the  Associa- 
tion argues  that  safeguards  for  doctors 
on  professional  business  should  receive 
recognition. 

Amended  rules  making  minor  changes 
in  the  arrangements  governing  patents 
applications  and  fees  come  into  opera- 
tion on  February  1.  They  include  the 
introduction  of  a  new  service  to  the 
public  by  which  information  will  be 
supplied  (as  to  whether  any  particular 
patent  is  in  force)  on  payment  of  a 
nominal  fee  of  Is.  for  the  first  patent 
and  sixpence  for  each  succeeding 
patent.  That  service  replaces  the  for- 
mer annual  publication  of  the  "  List 
of  Patents  in  Force."  The  new  rules  are 
the  Patents  Rules,  1958  (S.I.,  1958. 
No.  73)  made  under  the  Patents  Act 
1949  and  1957.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

By  Any  Other  Name 

In  a  recent  broadcast  talk  Mr.  Angus  Maude,  M.P.,  drew  attention 
forcibly  and  in  an  entertaining  manner  to  what  he  called  the  tendency 
to  call  things  by  more  attractive  or  high  sounding  names  than  their 
nature  warranted.  Under  that  heading  he  noticed  that  eggs  which  had 
the  word  "  standard  "  neatly  printed  on  them  were  in  fact  small  eggs,  and 
he  asked  the  shopkeeper  why  they  did  not  just  call  them  small  eggs.  The 
answer  was  that  in  that  case  no  one  would  buy  them.  That  opening  led 
the  speaker  to  an  examination  of  exaggeration,  euphemism,  and  even  a 
measure  of  mild  deception,  in  advertising  and  propaganda,  and  from  that 
point  his  remarks  ranged  over  the  "  political  humbug  "  of  such  expressions 
as  "  disinflation  "  instead  of  deflation,  and  a  forecast  to  the  effect  that 
if  we  ever  had  another  slump  it  would  be  called  a  "  a  recession,  or  a 
downturn  or  something  equally  ridiculous."  The  examples  he  quoted 
could  be  extended  indefinitely.  Mr.  Maude,  would  doubtless  recognise 
your  editorial  quotation  from  Lord  Monckton  (chairman.  Midland  Bank. 
Ltd.),  as  belonging  to  the  same  category.  Lord  Monckton  is  reported 
(p.  94)  as  saying  that  the  process  of  world  trade  expansion  may  have 
reached,  or  be  approaching,  an  interval  of  "  hesitancy."  But  to  return 
to  the  theme  of  high-sounding  names,  it  is  accepted  in  medicine  and 
pharmacy  that  one  seldom  calls  a  spade  a  spade.  Consequently  it  was 
with  little  surprise  that  I  was  asked  by  a  customer  to  explain  what 
appeared  to  him  to  be  an  error  on  my  part.  The  label  on  his  bottle 
directed  him  to  instil  the  requisite  amount  of  the  fluid  from  a  pipette 
into  the  auricular  passage.  He  explained  that  what  he  was  suffering  from 
was  "  a  pain  in  his  ear  'ole." 

Our  Future 

Dr.  G.  H.  Macmorran  (assistant  resident  secretary  to  the  Scottish 
Department  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  holds  the  view  (p.  92)  that  with 
the  rapid  advances  in  chemotherapy  the  pharmacist  will,  through  his  know- 
ledge of  pharmacology,  be  the  man  to  whom  the  prescriber  will  turn  for 
help.  Dr.  Macmorran's  picture  is  at  first  sight  a  little  more  professional 
than  that  painted  on  another  page  by  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  to  the  effect 
that  the  role  of  the  pharmacist  of  the  future  will  be  to  help  the  doctor 
find  his  way  through  the  jungle  of  proprietary  medicines.  Many  pharma- 
cists are  already  carrying  out  Sir  Hugh's  concept  except  that  the  modus 
operandi  is  perhaps  not  quite  what  he  had  in  mind.  I  take  it  that  what 
Sir  Hugh  means  is  that  the  prescriber  will  call  on  the  pharmacist  in 
general  practice,  not  that  the  doctor  in  general  practice  will  be  called 
upon  by  a  procession  of  pharmacists  bearing  literature  and  samples,  and 
giving  advice  of  a  necessarily  limited  nature.  Medical  practitioners  tell 
me  that  they  do  not  want  for  help  and  guidance  of  that  particular  kind. 
Incidentally,  it  seems  from  the  complaint  (p.  85)  of  Dr.  D.  M.  Mcintosh 
(the  Fife  director  of  education)  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  new 
entrance  requirements  are  not  wholly  acceptable  in  Scotland. 

Old  Signs 

The  characteristic  sign  of  the  chemist  and  druggist,  so  frequently  met 
in  Scotland,  is  shown  to  advantage  in  your  Edinburgh  illustrations  on 
p.  81.  With  all  respect  to  modern  developments,  it  seems  vastly  more 
impressive  than  an  illustration  of  a  carboy  on  an  illuminated  hanging 
sign,  or  even  the  word  "  chemist  "  in  large  letters.  For  those  of  us  who 
can  look  back  a  good  number  of  years  there  was  something  attractive 
and.  distinctive  in  the  mortar,  the  carboy  and  the  specie  jar,  relics  of  a 
time  when  literacy  was  confined  to  the  few,  and  those  who  could  not 
read  were  guided  by  signs.  Other  attractive  symbols  were  the  large  high- 
lander  at  the  tobacconists,  and  the  small  midshipman  "  shooting  the  sun  " 
with  his  sextant,  above  the  entrance  to  shops  in  the  vicinity  of  the  docks — 
shops  of  mystery  and  attraction  which  inevitably  conjured  up  visions  of  Sol 
Gills  and  Captain  Cuttle.  Less  frequently  seen  today  is  the  barber-surgeon's 
pole  of  antiquity,  but  the  avuncular  three  balls  seem  to  be  enduring.

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Faked  Illness  To  Get  Drugs 

At  Wallasey,  on  January  13,  Albert 
Peate,  who  said  he  had  been  a  drug 
addict  for  two  or  three  years,  was  sent 
for  sentence  in  custody  to  Chester 
Quarter  Sessions  Appeals  Committee 
after  he  had  admitted  obtaining  food 
and  drugs,  worth  £2  9s.  from  Victoria 
Central  Hospital  by  falsely  pretending 
that  he  was  suffering  intense  pain.  He 
also  asked  for  a  similar  offence  of  ob- 
taining drugs  worth  2s.  9d.  from  a 
doctor  at  Southport  to  be  taken  into 
consideration.  It  was  stated  that  Peate 
had  sixteen  previous  convictions  dating 
back  to  1930,  mostly  for  stealing  or 
obtaining  food  and  drugs  by  false  pre- 
tences from  hospitals. 

Illegal  Possession  of  Raw  Opium 

At  Birkenhead,  on  January  13,  two 
Chinese  seamen  were  sent  to  prison  for 
twelve  months  after  pleading  guilty  to 
being  in  possession  of  5  lb.  of  raw 
opium.  They  were  Choy  Ling  and  Har 
Kut.  Ling  was  stopped  going  out  of 
the  dock  and  in  a  search  five  brown 
paper  parcels  each  containing  1  lb.  of 
raw  opium  were  found  on  him.  Police 
officers  went  on  board  the  ship  the  fol- 
lowing day  and  saw  Kut  who  admitted 
giving  him  the  opium.  On  appeal  at 
the  quarter  sessions  one  week  later,  the 
Recorder  reduced  the  sentence  to  nine 
months  in  each  case.  He  said  the 
appellants  knew  that  smuggling  opium 
into  this  country  was  a  very  serious 
offence,  but  he  would  take  into  account 
their  record  of  good  character. 

Milk  Food  Instead  of  Dressings 

At  Stockport  court,  on  January  11, 
Arthur  Edward  Bradley,  M.P.S.,  was 
fined  £180  for  obtaining  £2  8s.  9d.  and 
trying  to  obtain  £1  lis.  lid.  from  the 
National  Health  Service.  The  prosecu- 
tion said  that  Mr.  Bradley  had  given  a 
woman  customer,  who  was  in  very  poor 
circumstances,  milk  beverage  instead  of 
surgical  dressings.  The  prosecution  added 
that  it  might  well  be  that  Mr.  Bradley 
might  have  been  out  of  pocket  on  some 


occasions,  and  that  he  was  being  charit- 
able out  of  Health  Service  moneys. 
The  defence  said  that  the  poor  woman 
concerned  had  no  income  at  all  to  buy 
the  nourishing  food  she  evidently 
needed,  and  had  asked  Mr.  Bradley  if 
she  could  have  some  instead  of  the 
dressings  prescribed.  He  had  repeatedly 
not  charged  her  for  the  prescriptions 
and  had  also  paid  her  fare  home,  the 
defence  added. 

Triehlorethylene  Fumes 

A  man  found  guilty  at  Guildford  mag- 
istrates' court  on  January  13  of  being  in 
charge  of  a  car  while  under  the  influ- 
ence of  drink  or  drugs,  submitted  that 
he  had  been  affected  by  fumes  from 
triehlorethylene  which  had  been  used 
as  a  solvent  for  plastics.  The  defendant, 
Montague  Day,  27  Stuart  Avenue, 
Walton,  director  of  a  company  manu- 
facturing plastics,  said  that  on  the  day 
in  question  he  had  had  a  small  amount 
of  alcohol  after  a  good  lunch,  and  a 
small  whisky  during  the  afternoon. 
Later,  he  had  been  fitting  plastic  tips 
to  plastic-covered  wire  components.  The 
tips  were  soaking  in  a  vat  of  triehlor- 
ethylene, and  he  could  only  work  for 
short  spells  owing  to  the  fumes.  He  had 
finished  working  at  about  8  p.m.,  and 
had  put  240  of  the  wire  components 
in  a  box  on  the  back  seat  of  his  car. 
He  then  went  to  a  party,  where  he 
had  a  further  small  amount  of  alcohol, 
then  drove  towards  his  home  with  the 
car  heater  and  fan  switched  on.  Day 
submitted  that  fumes  from  the  plastic 
had  been  drawn  out  of  the  box  by 
warm  air  from  the  car  heater  and  fan 
but  a  policeman  said  that  the  inside 
of  the  car  smelt  so  strongly  of  alcohol 
that  he  thought  a  bottle  had  been  bro- 
ken although  he  found  only  the  plastic 
components.  In  finding  Day  guilty  the 
Bench  added  that  the  triehlorethylene 
might  have  contributed  to  his  condition. 

Rating  Valuation 

An  application  by  the  Rexall  Drug  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  Riker  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Not- 
tingham Road.  Loughborough,  for  an 
assessment  of  the  premises  jointly  occu- 
pied by  them  to  be  divided,  was  re- 
fused by  the  local  valuation  court  sit- 
ting at  Loughborough  on  January  27. 
Mr.  W.  E.  Snow,  Leicester,  gave  de- 
tails of  those  parts  of  the  premises 
which  were  occupied  by  the  separate 
firms  and  which  they  used  in  common. 
He  said  that,  if  it  were  decided  that 
there  were  two  occupations,  he  would 
contend  that  that  part  occupied  by 
Riker  should  be  placed  on  Part  2  of  the 
valuation  list  and  derated.  He  said 
Messrs.  Rexall  were  wholesale  drug- 
gists, were  freeholders  of  the  premises, 
which  they  acquired  in  1954,  and  were 
at  present  rated  for  the  whole.  They 
employed  seventy  people  and  occupied 
26.991  sq.  ft.  at  the  time  the  case  was 
lodged.  Messrs.  Riker  were  manufac- 
turing chemists  and  employed  100 
people  occupying  17,736  sq.  ft.  Riker 
was  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of 
Rexall,  but  the  employees  of  each  com- 
pany were  prohibited  from  using  the 
premises  of  the  other.  The  valuation 
officer  resisted  the  application  on  the 
ground  that  the  two  firms  were  virtu- 
ally one  and  were  intermingled.  The 
court  decided  that  the  premises  formed 


only  one  hereditament  for  the  purpose 
of  rating.  Application  was  then  made 
for  the  premises  to  be  given  a  gross 
value  so  that  a  claim  could  be  made 
for  the  benefit  of  the  20  per  cent,  re- 
duction for  rating.  The  valuation  offi- 
cer also  opposed  that  application,  say- 
ing that  it  was  an  industrial  property, 
which  sh:uld  have  a  net  annual  value 
and  not  a  gross  value.  The  court  de- 
cided that  a  gross  annual  value  should 
be  fixed  in  the  sum  of  £2.224.

Pharmacists'  Basic  Pay

who  asked  how  far  the  basic  pay  of  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  the  hospital 
service  was  below  that  in  other  fields, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  and 
National  Joint  Council  for  retail  phar- 
macy agreements. 

Prescribing  for  Diabetics 

Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  (Minister 
of  Health)  on  January  21  told  Mr.  F. 
Noel-Baker,  who  asked  what  steps 
would  be  taken  to  alleviate  the  expense 
to  which  diabetics  were  exposed,  that  in 
diabetic  and  other  cases  where  there 
was  a  continuing  need  for  drugs  and 
appliances,  it  was  already  open  to  a 
doctor  to  prescribe  quantities  sufficient 
to  last  a  reasonable  time. 

Proprietary  Substitutes 

Mr.  R.  Thompson  (Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Health)  in 
a  written  answer  on  January  27,  told 
Mr.  S.  Hastings  that  procedures  adop- 
ted to  persuade  general  practitioners  to 
prescribe  substitutes  of  proprietary  pre- 
parations included  communications  and 
visits  inviting  the  practitioner  to  pre- 
scribe with  due  regard  both  to  the 
therapeutic  merit  and  cost  of  the 
preparation.  Drugs  of  good  quality 
and  in  the  right  proportion  were  en- 
sured in  the  preparations  by  standards 
laid  down  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and 
the  British  National  Formulary.

The  policy 
has  been  dictated  by  the  academic  boys. 
We  must  grant  them  the  "  know-how  " 
of  formulating  an  educational  structure, 
but  the  "  know-nowt "  about  relating 
it  to  the  needs  of  pharmacy  as  a  whole. 
The  degree,  which  will  undoubtedly  be 
the  minimum  qualification  in  the  near 
future  (witness  Nottingham  University's 
refusal  to  accept  students  for  the  dip- 
loma) is  unrealistic  for  the  requirements 
of  retail  pharmacy.  For  students  wish- 
ing to  enter  the  big  pharmaceutical 
houses  the  true  metier  is  surely  special- 
isation in  pharmacology.  I  suggest  re- 
taining the  two-year  Ph.C.  course  but 
an  extra  course  for  a  diploma  in  phar- 
macology. That  arrangement  would 
meet  the  needs  of  retail  pharmacy  and 
might  arrest  the  drift  from  it.  Most  of 
the  manipulation  in  dispensing  has 
passed  to  industrial  pharmacy,  so  that 
dispensing  makes  much  less  call  on  the 
skill  of  the  qualified  man  than  it  did. 
One  result  is  that  more  time  is  spent  in 
improving  retail  business  methods.  Is 
the  time  approaching  when  we  will  have 
to  choose  between  dispensing  on  the 
one  hand  and  retail  sales  on  the  other? 
In  the  dispensary  our  reference  books 
show  how  much  is  owed  to  the  research 
of  private  companies.  But  are  these  new 
drugs  thoroughly  tested  before  being 
made  available?  Why  cannot  a  firm's 
new  product  be  safeguarded  by  patent 
regulations  until  the  medical  profession 
is  satisfied  of  its  efficiency  and  safety? 
That  would  give  assurance  to  great  rs- 
search  houses  that  their  discoveries 
would  be  guarded  but  their  worth  truly 
evaluated.

Pseudo-pharmacists 

or  Technical  Assistants  ? 

Sir, — It  seems  to  me  significant  that 
your  correspondent  W.  S.  Solomon 
(C.  <&  D.,  January  25,  p.  90)  who— not 
being  a  pharmacist — considers  "  a  nar- 
row gap  between  pharmacists  and  dis- 


pensers "  as  "  by  all  means  "  desirable, 
all  the  same  feels  that  Mr.  F.  W.  Rob- 
inson's suggestions  rather  aim  to  bring- 
ing up  "  pseudo-pharmacists "  than 
technical  assistants,  to  whom  pharma- 
cists could  confidently  delegate  routine 
work.  I  fully  agree  that  no  one  could 
be  attracted  by  Mr.  Robinson's  sug- 
gested curriculum.  It  is  perfectly  true 
that  every  "  servant  is  worthy  of  his 
hire."  and  there  would  be  no  shortage 
at  all  of  hospital  pharmacists  if  the 
salaries  on  commencement  were  even 
equal  to  those  paid  in  every  other 
branch  of  the  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sion. That  is  the  answer  to  the  problem 
— not  the  replacement  of  pharmacists 
by  persons  who  are  believed  in  some 
quarters  to  be  "  as  good  as  pharma- 
cists, in  spite  having  not  bothered  with 
examinations."  If  every  one  engaged  in 
work  directly  connected  with  the  hos- 
pital's purpose  were  kept  in  his  proper 
place  in  accordance  with  the  appropri- 
ate training  and  responsibility,  fewer 
accidents  arising  from  error  would 
occur,  and  coroners  would  not  have  so 
frequently  to  record  "  death  by  misad- 
venture, due  to  a  series  of  misunder- 
standings, each  not  serious  in  itself." 
There  is  certainly  work  for  technical 
assistants  in  the  hospital  pharmaceutical 
service  within  the  legal  and  justifiable 
limits.  The  assistants  should  give  the 
pharmacists  a  hand  not  only  in  routine 
dispensing  but  in  laboratory  and  some 
administrative  work  requiring  conver- 
sance with  pharmaceutical  and  surgical 
materials,  but  they  should  not  attempt 
to  act  as  "  pseudo-pharmacists."  Their 
number  must  be  kept  in  the  right  pro- 
portion, thus  enabling  pharmacists  to 
supervise  their  work  not  "  vaguely," 
but  conscientiously,  according  to  the 
pharmacists'  legal  obligation.  To  put  it 
in  a  nutshell :  There  are  places  in  hos- 
pital pharmacies  for  adequately  trained 
assistants,  but  not  for  "  pseudo-phar- 
macists."

Nylon  Syringes 

Sir, — We  were  interested  to  read  the 
report  in  your  issue  of  January  4  about 
the  comparative  tests  between  glass 
syringes  and  two  makes  of  nylon 
syringes,  of  which  one,  the  Atlas,  was 
made  by  us.  Although  the  reports  of 
the  tests  were  of  interest,  we  are  sorry 
that  we  had  not  previously  been  in- 
formed that  they  were  to  be  carried  out, 
because,  as  is  evident,  they  were  con- 
ducted on  an  earlier  type  of  syringe 
instead  of  on  the  present  type  (which 
shows  certain  improvements  over  the 
earlier  one).  Though  we  realise  you  are 
in  no  way  responsible  for  the  conclu- 
sions drawn  by  those  who  carried  out  the 
tests,  we  feel  sure  you  would  have  pre- 
ferred that  the  syringes  which  formed 
the  subject  of  your  article  should  be  of 
recent  manufacture  instead  of  an  earlier 
and  less  well  developed  type.  We  also 
note  that,  in  the  report,  reference  is 
made  to  the  relative  high  cost  of  nylon 


syringes.  Certainly  that  does  not  apply 
to  the  Atlas  syringe  of  today.  There 
have  been  price  deductions  since  we 
commenced  their  manufacture  about 
four  years  ago,  and  the  syringes  now 
compare  favourably  in  price  with  the 
best  glass  syringes  on  the  market.  In 
view  of  the  somewhat  misleading  im- 
pressions to  which  your  article  may 
have  given  rise  amongst  y  *jr  readers, 
we  should  be  most  grateful  if  you 
would  be  good  enough  to  point  out  in 
your  next  issue  that :  — 

(a)  The  Atlas  nylon  syringes  used  for 
the  test  were  of  an  earlier  type  now 
superseded  by  an  improved  type  of 
syringe; 

(b)  Price  reductions  during  the  past 
two  years  now  make  the  Atlas  syringe 
compare  favourably  in  cost  with  the 
best  glass  syringes  that  are  on  the  mar- 
ket.

Paragraph  7  of  my  previous 
letter  does,  I  agree,  need  elaborating, 
but  I  take  it  from  information  and  ex- 
perience collected  from  all  over  the 
world.  Paragraph  9  is  the  ulcer  of 
pharmacy.  Paragraphs  16  and  17  are 
for  the  future  of  1960,  the  age  of  Zena 
(N.  Nuclear)  not  Zeta  (T.  Thermal). 
Would  you  care  to  put  forward  your 
standards?  To  William  S.  Solomon 
(C.  &  D.,  January  25,  p.  90)  I  reply 
that  I  have  one  object  in  mind :  to  im- 
prove the  lot  of  pharmacy.  I  do 
much  to  provide  pharmacy  with  a  suc- 
cession of  highly  trained  "  assistants  in 
dispensing  " — something  which  we  have 
not  at  present.  The  advantages  will 
not  be  all  to  the  pharmacist.  Paragraph

sory fee  of  £10  10s.  per  annum  would 
be  payable  by  the  "  assistant  in  dispens- 
ing "  and  taken  into  account  by  the 
income  tax  authorities.

58.    MR.  STEPHEN  POWLSON 


THE  new  chairman  of  staff  side. 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council 
committee  C,  is  Mr.  Stephen  Powlson. 
M.P.S.  (general  secretary  of  the  Guild 
of  Public  Pharmacists).  Although  his 
appointment  was  occasioned  by  the  sad 
circumstances  of  the  death  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Mees,  Mr.  Powlson  was  run- 
ning true  to  form  in  shouldering  an 
unsought  responsibility  in  an  emerg- 
ency. Almost  two  years  ago  he  sacri- 
ficed promotion  from  vice-president  to 
president  of  the  Guild  in  order  to  take 
over  the  secretaryship.  Following  as  he 
did  a  predecessor  who  had  had  a  long 
tenure  of  office,  he  had  little  competi- 
tion from  among  his  colleagues  in  tak- 
ing office.  In  the  months  of  his  secre- 
taryship the  issue  of  hospital  pharma- 
cists' salaries  has  been  much  to  the 
fore,  and  the  Guild  secretary  inevit- 
ably has  had  a  prominent  part  to  play 
in  salary  negotiations.  For  that  reason 
his  new  appointment  is  to  be  taken  as 
both  a  vote  of  confidence  in  him  and 
a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  efforts. 

A  native  of  Southwark,  Mr.  Powlson 
entered  pharmacy  via  a  retail  appren- 
ticeship. The  period  was  the  Depression 
or  just  before.  His  indentures  were 
served  with  Mr.  F.  Atkinson,  Denmark 
Hill,  London,  S.E.5,  studying  for  Part  I 
in  the  evenings  at  Chelsea  Polytechnic. 
At  Chelsea  also  he  took  his  course  for 
the  Qualifying  examination,  which  he 
passed  in  July  1931.  As  many  will  re- 
call, jobs  in  pharmacy  at  that  time 
were  none  too  easy  to  come  by,  and 
he  had  for  many  months  to  be  content 
with  locum  appointments  punctuated 
with  weeks  of  idleness  until,  more  than 
ready  to  abandon  so  precarious  an  ex- 
istence, he  secured  a  post  in  the  phar- 
macy department  of  University  College 
Hospital  (at  that  time  under  Dr.  Harold 
Davis  as  chief  pharmacist).  After  a  few 
years  Mr.  Powlson's  particular  respon- 
sibility in  the  department  became 
manufacture,  a  hospital  field  in  which 
fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago  more  pro- 
ducts were  being  made  than  now.  There, 
apart  from  an  eighteen  month  war-time 
interval  "  in  the  country "  under  the 
sector  hospital  scheme  (his  own  ser- 
vice was  at  Leavesden  and  Ashridge, 
Herts)  he  remained  until  1948.  The  ex- 
perience was  later  to  be  an  invaluable 
recommendation  for  his  present  post, 
but  in  the  meantime  there  was  an  in- 
terim period  of  about  a  year  as  chief 
pharmacist  at  the  West  Hill  Hospital, 
Dartford,  Kent. 

In  1950  he  went  to  Brompton  Hos- 
pital as  chief  pharmacist,  taking  over 
at  a  time  when  structural  changes  were 
impending  in  the  department.  Two  im- 
portant improvements  for  which  he  was 
responsible  were  the  establishment  of 
a  sterile  products  laboratory  and  the 
inauguration,  three  or  four  years  ago, 
of  a  still  expanding  syringe  service. 


Mr.  Powlson  has  a  habit  of  being  at 
the  centre  of  activity  and  sometimes 
even  of  controversy,  but  events  often 
seem  to  work  out  his  way.  Since  he  be- 
came secretary  of  the  Guild  its  member- 
ship has  expanded  by  at  least  100.  It 
is  now  within  sight  of  1,000.  As  nothing 
succeeds  like  success,  other  eligible 
pharmacists  may  find  themselves  at- 
tracted to  join  the  Guild  if  policies 
now  before  the  council  (and  strongly 
supported  by  its  secretary)  take  effect. 
Directed  towards  improving  the  status 
of  hospital  pharmacists,  they  include 
plans  eventually  to  transform  the  an- 
nual general  meeting  (as  distinct  from 
the    annual    delegate    meeting)  from 


something  of  a  necessary  but  poorly 
attended  formality  into  a  week-end 
school  and  conference  —  a  real  and 
unique  forum,  indeed,  for  technical  dis- 
cussions aimed  at  hammering  out  pro- 
fessional and  economic  policies  for  hos- 
pital pharmacists. 

Whether  or  not  that  is  to  be  the 
future  of  the  Guild's  development,  and 
whether  or  not  salary  claims  now  be- 
fore the  Whitley  Council  emerge  suc- 
cessful, hospital  pharmacists  may  rest 
assured  that  there  will  be  no  let-up  of 
energy  or  drive  on  the  part  of  their 
representative  in  two  positions  of  key 
importance.

BIRKENHEAD  AND  WIRRAL 

The  Society's  "  Biggest  Problem  " 

Education  is  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  biggest  problem,  said  Mr. 
D.  W.  Hudson  (the  Society's  president) 
at  the  annual  dinner  of  Birkenhead  and 
Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  on 
January  9.  Replying  to  the  toast  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Mr.  Hud- 
son said  that  because  of  developments 
in  modern  science,  a  high  standard  of 
education  had  become  most  important. 
Teaching  and  research  played  a  large 
part  in  that.  There  seemed  to  be  some 
considerable  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the 
public  as  to  the  necessity  of  achieving 
the  high  standards  demanded  by  the 
Society.  That  misunderstanding  arose 
from  the  fact  that  people  generally 
were  unaware  of  the  wide  diversity  in 
pharmaceutical  work.  Much  trouble 
would  be  saved  if  the  public  treated 
life-saving  drugs  with  the  same  care  as 
was  given  to  the  manufacture  and  dis- 
pensing of  those  drugs. 

ROMFORD 

Thirteenth  Event  Not  Unlucky 

Now  in  its  fifteenth  year,  Romford 
Branch  was  celebrating  its  thirteenth 
annual  dinner  and  dance  on  January 
22.  Far  from  being  unlucky,  said  the 
Chairman  (Mr.  A.  Taylor)  it  was  lucky 
in  securing,  after  two  disappointments, 
the  services  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dr. 
J.  G.  Fife  to  propose  the  toast  of  the 
guests,  and  it  was  evident  that  the 
diners  had  found  Dr.  Fife's  sallies 
much  to  their  taste.  The  toast  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  proposed 
by  a  radiologist,  Mr.  L.  F.  Lamerton 
(a  brother-in-law  of  the  chairman),  who 
said  that  his  speciality  was  probably 
the  youngest  of  the  therapeutic  arts, 
whereas  pharmacy  could  claim  to  be 
the  oldest.  They  had  in  common  the 
prospect  of  an  exciting  future.  The 
tools  of  the  trade  had  changed  but  the 
traditions  of  pharmacy  had  not,  and 
the  pharmacist's  enviable  reputation 
was  for  care  and  exactitude.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Bloomfield  (a  member  of  Council) 
responded.  He  mentioned  that  the 
Council  was  instituting  a  ceremony  of 
bestowing  its  diplomas,  and  said  that 
the  new  educational  requirements  were 
in  line  with  advances  in  the  "  general 
set  up."  He  complimented  the  Branch 
on  its  record  of  contributions  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  [to  be  increased,  later 
in  the  evening,  by  an  amount  of 
£34  12s.  6d.  from  the  sale  of  raffle 
tickets  at  the  dance].  In  accordance 
with  custom,  the  Jordan  Memorial  golf 
trophy  was  presented  at  the  dinner, 
this  year's  winner  being  Mr.  D.  M. 
Jones.  Dancing  followed  until  12.30  a.m. 

Sex  Hormone  Chemotherapy 

"  Sex  Hormones "  was  the  subject  of 
the  address  given  by  Mr.  G.  A. 
Stephens  (The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.)  to  Romford  and  District  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  on  January  13.  After  explain- 
ing the  relationship  of  the  various  hor- 
mones in  the  menstrual  cycle,  Mr. 
Stephens  dealt  with  the  chemotherapy 
of  those  substances,  and  forecast  the 
possible  future  developments  in  that

type  of  medication.  Replying  to  ques- 
tions, Mr.  Stephens  considered  that 
there  was  no  danger  in  eating  fowls 
which  had  been  implanted  with  stil- 
boestrol,  there  being  only  a  negligible 
amount  in  the  bird's  system;  so-called 
synthetic  hormones  (based  on  non- 
steroid molecules)  were  generally  not 
as  active  as  the  steroid  types,  and  had 
more  undesirable  side-effects;  no  steroid 
derivative  has  been  found  responsible 
for  initiating  carcinomata.  The  uses  of 
hormones  in  cosmetics  he  said,  might 
be  of  value  in  certain  skin  conditions, 
especially  those  of  boys  at  puberty. 
The  so-called  "  sex  reversals  "  were  not 
due  to  hormone  excess  or  deficiency, 
although  those  did  affect  the  secondary 
sex  characteristics. 

SOUTH-EAST  METROPOLITAN 
Problem  of  Hard  Water 

The  problems  caused  by  the  hardness 
of  London  water  had  been  reviewed, 
Mr.  P.  B.  Fasham  (a  distribution  engin- 
eer, Metropolitan  Water  Board)  told 
members  of  the  South-east  Metropoli- 
tan Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  London  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion on  January  14,  but  the  cost  of  in- 
stalling suitable  softening  plant  would 
be  £4  million.  At  present  two-thirds  of 
London's  water  came  from  the  Thames, 
being  drawn  off  at  Laleham  and  at 
Walton,  one-sixth  from  wells  and  the 
remainder  from  the  River  Lea.  The 
storage  of  water  in  open  reservoirs,  he 
said,  had,  in  itself,  a  purifying  effect. 
Water  drawn  from  reservoirs  was  fil- 
tered and  since  filter-beds  of  sand  be- 
came clogged  rapidly,  especially  in 
warm  weather,  it  was  necessary  to  first 
put  the  water  through  a  primary  filter. 
The  water  was  then  chlorinated  before 
being  put  into  the  mains,  the  excess 
chlorine  being  previously  removed  with 
sulphur  dioxide.  The  daily  consump- 
tion of  water  in  London  amounted  to 
about  forty-five  to  fifty  gallons  per 
head  of  the  population.  In  a  historical 
survey  the  speaker  mentioned  the  Guild 
of  Water  Carriers  who  carried  water  in 
leather  buckets  to  those  who  could 
afford  to  pay  for  the  service.  The  use 
of  iron  pipes  for  water  mains  in  1780 
and  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  1852 
made  an  attempt  to  ensure  purer  water 
by  stipulating  that  certain  reservoirs 
were  to  be  covered  and  water  through 
the  mains  was  to  be  filtered.

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PACKAGING  MATERIALS  AND  THEIR  USES 


MEDICAL,  PHARMACEUTICAL  AND  COSMETIC  CONTAINERS 


EACH  year  over  4.000  million  glass  bottles  and  jars 
are  made  in  Britain,  of  which  total  the  manufac- 
turers of  medicines  and  drugs,  and  toilet  and  per- 
fumery preparations,  absorb  altogether  about  one-quarter. 
Apart  from  the  large  numbers  involved,  the  range  of  con- 
tainers is  great,  covering  bottles  and  jars  varying  in  capa- 
city from  1  c.c.  to  10  gall,  and  of  all  shapes  and  colours. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  present  century  a  far-reaching 
industrial  revolution  occurred  in  the  manufacturing  of 
glass  bottles  and  jars.  Whereas  by  1900  the  industrial  pat- 
tern of  the  productive  processes  in  textiles,  iron  and  steel 
was  well  defined,  the  glass-container  industry  was  still 
relying  on  the  skill  of  the  individual  worker.  During  the 
nineteenth  century  several  attempts  were  made  to  mechan- 
ise the  production  of  glass  bottles  and  jars  and  a  number 
of  primitive  semi-automatic  machines  came  into  use.  One 
of  the  most  successful  was  the  Ashley  machine,  but  even 
that  was  far  removed  from  the  fully-automatic  machines 
that  were  introduced  later.  Eventually  an  Irish  emigrant 
to  America,  Michael  Owens,  patented  and  successfully 
produced  the  first  fully  automatic  machine  capable  of  re- 
lieving the  arduous  work  associated  with  the  hand-making 
of  glass  bottles  and  jars.  Just  before  the  1914-18  war 
such  machines  as  the  Owens  were  exhibited  in  England. 
They  were  gradually  adopted  by  British  manufacturers. 

The  introduction  of  machinery,  belated  compared  with 
other  industries,  had  its  compensations.  It  came  at  a  time 
when  the  engineering  industry  had  acquired  the  skill  neces- 
sary for  producing  intricate  mechanisms,  so  that  the  prob- 
lems associated  with  the  manufacturing  of  glass  containers, 
in  which  the  raw  materials  had  to  be  handled  at  high 
temperatures,  could  readily  be  solved.  But  the  introduc- 
tion of  machinery  was  only  part  of  the  revolution.  The 
use  of  high-speed  forming  machines  producing  bottles  at 
thirty  or  more  per  minute,  emphasised  the  need  for  a 
continuous  supply  of  molten  glass  of  a  far  more  uniform 
quality  than  that  then  used. 

Chemical  Formulation  Closely  Controlled 

For  automatic  production  glass  must  be  available  at  a 
constant  temperature  and  it  must  have  also  a  constant  vis- 
cosity, which  necessitates  close  control  over  both  chemical 
formulation  of  the  batches  and  the  melting  conditions. 
Before  the  introduction  of  automatic  production  methods 
research  into  the  nature  of  glass,  and  the  most  efficient 
means  of  melting  it,  was  almost  non-existent.  Glass  formu- 
las were  closely  guarded  family  secrets.  The  problems  set  by 
the  introduction  of  efficient  machinery  could  be  solved 
only  by  a  complete  change  in  the  approach  to  the  selec- 
tion, mixing  and  melting  of  raw  materials.  It  became  neces- 
sary, in  fact,  to  learn  more  about  the  nature  of  glass,  about 
the  properties  which  the  various  raw  materials  conferred. 


and  about  the  ways  in  which  large  quantities  of  glass  could 
be  efficiently  melted.  In  1916  the  University  of  Sheffield, 
encouraged  by  a  group  of  container  manufacturers,  set  up 
a  department  to  study  such  problems.  That  led  to  the 
establishment  of  a  University  Chair  of  Glass  Technology, 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  On  that  beginning  was 
established  the  widening  scientific  and  technological  basis 
for  the  glass  industry  which  affected  the  manufacturing  not 
only  of  bottles  and  jars,  but  of  every  other  glass  product, 
and  extended  into  such  varied  industries  as  sand  quarrying, 
refractory  manufacture  and  furnace  construction  as  well 
as  into  fuel  technology. 

The  revolution  in  manufacturing  technique  coincided 
with  vast  developments  in  the  production  of  food  and 
drink,  medicines,  drugs,  chemicals,  cosmetics,  perfumery

and  oils,  and  packaging  for  individual  requirements  (as 
against  bulk  delivery).  The  mass-production  of  household 
and  industrial  products  led  to  increased  speeds  of  pack- 
aging which  led  in  turn  to  a  need  for  containers  whose 
size  and  volume  were  constant  within  narrow  limits.  Apart 
from  the  fact  that  they  are  rigid,  glass  containers  are 
strong,  and  therefore  able  to  stand  up  to  the  demands  of 
automatic  packaging.  Again,  although  present-day  pack- 
aging requires  ade- 
quate supplies  of 
identical  contain- 
ers, there  must  also 
be  variety,  and 
glass  is  a  material 
that  has  great  ver- 
satility. 

Another  con- 
siderable advantage 
with  glass  is  that 
most  of  the  raw 
materials  for  its 
manufacture  are 
indigenous.  The 
principal  ingredi- 
ent is  sand,  which 
has  to  be  of  good 
quality — free  so  far 
as  possible,  from 
oxides  likely  to 
colour  the  glass. 
The  other  major 
ingredients  are 
soda  ash  (anhy- 
drous sodium  car- 
bonate) and  lime- 
stone. From  those 
raw  materials  are 
produced  the 
majority  of  glass 
containers  that  are 

required  by  the  pharmaceutical  and   toiletry  industries. 

From  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  points  of  view, 
the  ability  to  store  drugs,  medicines  and  blood  serum 
without  deterioration  is  important  and  necessary.  Glass  has 
the  appropriate  properties  of  being  inert  to  mould  growth, 
resistant  to  gases,  odours,  vapours  and  liquids,  and  non- 
toxic. The  introduction  of  colouring  ingredients  reduces 
deterioration  from  light  action  in  the  quality  of  contents; 
for  example,  if  the  contents  are  liable  to  be  affected  by 
ultra-violet  light  any  such  deterioration  may  be  eliminated 
by  using  a  container  made  of  glass  in  which  have  been 
incorporated  the  oxides  of  iron  and  manganese,  or  sulphur, 
to  give  an  amber  colour.  Where  necessary  light  can  be 
totally  excluded. 

Where  the  nature  of  a  product  is  such  that  it  may  affect, 
or  be  affected  by  a  soda-lime  glass,  special  glasses  are 
available  that  have  a  greater  chemical  resistance.  Those 
"  neutral  "  glasses,  supplementing  the  containers  produced 
from  soda-lime  glass  and  glasses  of  the  borosilicate  type, 
offer  the  packer  a  complete  range  of  containers  which  may 
be  used  with  safety. 

The  storage  of  blood  by  the  transfusion  services  is  a 
good  example  of  special  requirements.  It  is  necessary  for 
the  container  to  withstand  severe  thermal  and  chemical 
treatment  during  autoclaving  and  sterilising,  high  stress 
during  centrifuging,  and  rough  or  careless  handling.  Above 
all  it  must  preserve  the  contents  without  contamination. 
Some  glasses  are  incapable  of  meeting  all  those  require- 
ments, and  technologists  have  successfully  devised  compo- 
sitions and  surface  treatments  that  result  in  a  bottle 
acceptable  to  medical  users. 

Toilet  and  perfumery  products  have  to  remain  unim- 
paired whilst  they  are  packed,  but  even  so  the  problems  asso- 
ciated with  their  packaging  in  glass  are  different  from  those 
associated  with  the  pharmaceutical  field;  the  main  differ-

ence  being  the  greater  attention  paid  to  styling.  With  many 
products  the  manufacturer  is  catering  for  a  "  sophisticated  " 
market.  The  element  of  personal  taste  is  one  of  the  most 
important  selling  factors,  conditioning  not  only  the  nature 
of  the  product  but  its  name,  container,  label,  carton,  adver- 
tising and  marketing.  Two  thousand  years  ago  the  Romans 
used  glass  for  their  most  valuable  perfumes,  and  today 
even  a  cursory  glance  at  the  cosmetic  counter  shows  the 

versatility  of  glass 
for  such  products. 

Many  of  the 
most  successful  de- 
signs have  been 
those  in  which  the 
bottle-maker  and 
the  product-manu- 
facturer have  col- 
laborated in  the 
earliest  stages  to 
produce  a  con- 
tainer that  is  not 
unreasonably  ex- 
pensive to  manu- 
facture but  has  an 
attractive  appear- 
ance. Some  of  the 
perfumier's  attrac- 
tive designs  may  be 
impossible  to 
achieve  by  normal 
methods  of  form- 
ing molten  glass. 
Ultra-sharp  corn- 
ers or  facets,  re- 
entrant angles, 
high  -  shouldered 
tapering  bodies, 
for  example,  may 
be  difficult  to  pro- 
duce satisfactorily, 

though  there  are  makers  who  specialise  on  "  awkward  " 
shapes.  Such  bottles  are  not  generally  required  in  large 
quantities,  and  are  made  semi-automatically,  the  glass 
being  withdrawn  from  a  pot  furnace  by  hand-gathering. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  fully  automatic  methods 
of  producing  bottles  and  jars.  For  such  processes  the  raw 
materials  are  fed  into  large  tanks  constructed  mainly  of 
alumino-silicate  refractories  and  capable  of  holding  several 
hundred  tons  of  molten  glass.  The  tanks  form  part  of 
continuously  operated  furnaces  and  the  raw  materials,  as 
they  pass  along  the  tank,  liquefy  and  are  drawn  off  by  suc- 
tion or  extruded  through  a  forehearth  and  fed  to  machines. 
Maximum  melting  point  is  around  1,500°C,  and  after 
reaching  that  temperature  the  molten  glass  is  then  cooled 
to  approximately  1,200°C.  so  that  it  can  be  conveniently 
"  formed." 

All  bottles  and  jars  are  blown  in  two  stages.  First  the 
molten  glass  enters  a  "  parison  "  mould,  where  an  initial 
shape,  smaller  than  the  end  product,  is  blown  or  pressed. 
That  passes  to  a  finishing  mould,  where  compressed  air 
forces  the  substance  into  final  form.  Annealing  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  production  process  and  all  bottles  and 
jars  are  immediately  taken  from  the  machine  to  an  anneal- 
ing "  lehr,"  where  they  are  reheated  and  cooled  at  a  slower 
rate  than  under  natural  conditions.  In  that  way  "  frozen- 
in  "  strains,  which  would  give  lower  resistance  to  mechani- 
cal and  thermal  shock,  are  prevented  from  developing  in 
the  glass.  Finally  the  bottles  and  jars  are  inspected  and 
crated  ready  for  dispatch  to  the  packer.  The  whole  pro- 
duction process  is  continuous  and  automatic  except  for 
the  inspection.  The  processes  lend  themselves  to  long  runs, 
and  the  capital  expenditure  involved  in  promoting  a  new 
shape  is  relatively  high. 

An  impressive  sight  is  to  see  once  every  second  or  less, 
an  accurately  measured  "  gob  "  of  incandescent  glass  drop 
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into  a  machine  and  emerge  a  few  seconds  later  as  a  fully 
formed  bottle. 

The  semi-automatic  process,  whereby  molten  glass  is 
hand  gathered,  dropped  into  a  mould  whence  it  passes 
through  the  parison  to  the  finished  stage  by  hand-operated 
mechanisms,  is  a  process  whereby  small  and  specialised 
demands  may  be  catered  for.  The  process  is  carried  out  by 
a  team  of  men  using  simple  equipment,  the  shape  being 
blown  by  compressed  air.  Since  the  process  does  not  re- 
quire the  supply  of  large  quantities  of  molten  glass,  the 
raw  materials  are  often  melted  in  pots  or  small  tanks. 
Wider  variety  may  be  obtained  by  that  method,  since  a 
number  of  colours  may  be  melted  in  separate  pots  at  the 
same  time. 

So  far  mention  has  been  made  only  of  automatic  pro- 
cesses concerned  with  the  initial  melting  of  glass.  The 
"  raw  material "  for  ampoules,  vials  and  some  tablet  con- 
tainers is  glass  tubing,  which  is  manipulated  on  automatic 


machines  developed  on  the  "  lamp-working "  principle, 
using  gas,  compressed  air  or  oxygen  burners  to  render  the 
tubing  ductile.  An  arrangement  of  rotating  chucks,  cams 
and  other  mechanical  devices  automatically  move  the  tub- 
ing through  a  series  of  heating,  moulding  and  drawing 
processes  so  that  the  tubing,  in  lengths  of  approximately 
5  ft.,  inserted  in  a  machine  at  one  end,  appears  finally  with- 
out hand  operation  as  a  finished  container.  The  majority 
of  ampoules  are  manufactured  from  "  neutral  "  glass  tubing. 

It  may  thus  be  seen  that,  within  the  present  century,  a 
great  industry  has  been  created.  From  550  million  con- 
tainers in  1918,  production  has  reached  4,000  million  a 
year.  The  industry,  however,  is  not  static.  Glass  technolo- 
gists are  being  trained  at  the  University  of  Sheffield  and 
the  industry  has  recently  established  a  research  association. 
The  Glass  Container  Research  Committee  of  the  Glass 
Manufacturers'  Federation  is,  moreover,  continuously 
probing  the  problems  of  packers. 


APPLICATIONS  OF 


PLASTIC  "DISPENSER"  PACKS 


THERE  is  no  doubt  that  the  success  of  polythene  con- 
tainers is  mainly  due  to  the  ease  and  varied  methods 
they  have  made  possible  in  dispensing  liquid  or  pow- 
der contents.  In  Britain,  polythene  "  bottles  "  were  first  used 
for  packaging  talcum  powder,  for  which  product  the  resili- 
ence of  the  container  permits  the  powder  to  be  dispensed 
by  a  "  puffing "  action.  That  application  was  quickly  fol- 
lowed by  containers  for  liquid  deodorants,  for  which  a 
spraying  action,  achieved  by  the  use  of  a  specially  designed 
atomiser,  plug  and  capillary  tube  was  ideally  adapted.  An 
important  medicinal  use  soon  followed  in  production  of  con- 
tainers for  spraying  nasal  preparations.  The  merit  of  the 
plastic  container  for  that  purpose  was  its  facility  to  deliver 
medicaments  in  fine  droplets  direct  to  the  nasal  passages. 
In  addition  the  container  was  attractive,  discreet  in  use  and 
easily  carried  in  waistcost  pocket  or  handbag.  By  good  for- 
tune the  development  of  the  container  coincided  with  the 
formulation  of  new  types  of  decongestants.  Certain  limita- 
tions in  the  use  of  plastic  "  dispenser "  containers  were 
shown  up  by  the  permeation  of  the  material  by  essential 
oils  and  other  contents — a  problem  now  being  overcome  by 
the  use  of  impermeable  linings  or  outer  lacquers.  A  case  in 
point  is  a  new  American  liquid  dentifrice  presented  in  a 
polythene  bottle  with  a  special  lining.  Another  disadvantage 
revealed  by  earlier  experience  and  recently  overcome,  has 
been  the  difficulty  of  decorating  the  containers  otherwise 
than  by  silk-screen  printing — a  costly  process — but  a  method 
has  been  developed  which,  by  the  use  of  specially  designed 
high-speed  machines,  prints  up  to  four  colours  on  polythene 
containers  provided  they  are  cylindrical  in  form. 

Sales  Appeal  of  Novelty  Shapes 

Perhaps  the  polythene  "  dispenser "  packs  most  familiar 
to  the  general  public  are  the  novelty  fruit  shapes  containing 
flavourings,  including  a  lemon-juice  container  in  the  shape 
of  a  lemon  that  quickly  secured  a  bulk  sale  in  Britain  and 
has  now  begun  to  make  its  appearance  on  the  American 
market. 

After  the  polythene  "  bottle  "  came  the  polythene  collap- 
sible tube  which,  competitively  priced  and  well  printed,  is 
now  appearing  in  most  retail  outlets  as  a  package  for  consu- 
mer products  of  various  kinds.  The  first  of  them  was  a  hand 
cream,  which  became  an  immediate  success,  since  it  quickly 
showed  that  most  women  prefer  to  carry  in  their  hand-

bags  a  container  that  simplifies  the  "  dispensing  "  of  the 
product  yet  is  light  in  weight,  unbreakable,  and  of  attractive 
appearance.  Not  long  afterwards  an  eye-drop  container  was 
introduced  that  obviated  the  need  for  glass  bottles  with 
specially  shaped  applicators.  The  drops  could  be  instilled 
into  the  eye  simply  by  removing  a  cap,  the  soft  resilient 
spout  of  polythene  giving  an  accurate  drop  without  risk  of 
damage  to  the  eye  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the  container. 

Since  then  the  plastic  container  has  found  favour  for 
deodorant  creams  (with  the  advantages  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  the  hand-cream  tube);  for  hair  preparations 
(which  may  now,  by  means  of  them,  be  applied  direct  to 
the  scalp);  and  for  liquid  make-up.  Many  other  types  of 
packs  are  about  to  be  launched,  including  tubes  for  phar- 
maceutical creams,  for  adhesives,  etc. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  revolutionary  containers  in 
polythene  now  on  sale  is  the  Sqezy  container  for  "  dis- 
pensing "  liquid  detergents.  It  comprises  an  attractively 
printed  polythene  tube  with  metal  ends,  the  upper  of  which 
is  unique  in  having  a  one-hand  snap-type  closure.  The  Sqezy 
container  found  immediate  customer  acceptance  owing  to 
the  ease  with  which  its  discharge  could  be  controlled  and 
its  resultant  economy. 

Many  other  similar  applications  are  likely  to  be  forth- 
coming in  the  near  future,  particularly  where  mass-produc- 
tion methods  and  lower  costs  of  raw  materials  make  for 
lower  prices  which,  combined  with  less  outer  packaging 
and  lower  freight  charges,  narrow  the  gap  between  the 
cost  of  plastics  and  costs  of  traditional  materials.

TUBES 


A  MANUFACTURER'S  PHENOMENAL  EXPANSION 
IN  LESS  THAN  A  QUARTER  CENTURY 


WHEN  Universal  Metal  Products.  Ltd.,  started  to 
manufacture  metal  collapsible  tubes  at  Pendleton, 
Salford,  in  1934,  metal  closures  were  still  commonly 
seen.  Since  then  caps  in  metal  have  been  completely  ousted 
by  the  modern  type  of  plastic  cap. 

Entry  into  Plastics 

In  the  early  stages  the  company  bought  in  their  plastic 
caps,  but  the  number  required  increased  to  a  point  at  which 
it  was  obviously  more  economical  to  make  them.  Plant  was 
therefore  installed  for  cap  manufacture,  originally  in  ther- 
mosetting materials,  principally  urea  formaldehyde,  but  later, 
with  the  rise  of  injection  moulding  and  the  increase  in  the 
use  of  thermoplastics,  particularly  polythene,  for  closures, 
techniques  were  developed  for  large-scale  injection  moulding 
of  thermoplastic  caps. 

The  tubes  themselves  are  made  by  impact  extrusion,  itself 
a  fascinating  technique.  The  basic  principle  of  the  method 
is  unchanged  since  the  method  was  introduced,  but  modern 
extruding  machines  are  an  outstanding  example  of  the 
advances  brought  about  by  development  engineering.  Speed

of  production  has  been  increased,  and  threading  and  trim- 
ming operations  have  been  combined  with  the  extruder  to 
give  high-speed  fully  automatic  machines  with  high  output 
speeds. 

Many  problems  of  machine  design  and  metallurgy  had  to 
be  solved  before  the  machines  became  production  realities. 
The  advent  of  the  aluminium  tube  especially  posed  prob- 
lems entirely  different  from  those  experienced  with  the 
earlier  so-called  soft  metals:  tin.  lead,  and  tin-coated  lead. 
One  major  difference  in  the  production  of  aluminium  tubes 
was  that,  after  being  extruded,  an  aluminium  tube  is  hard 
and  rigid,  owing  to  the  extensive  work-hardening  that  has 
occurred.  For  that  reason  methods  of  heat-treatment  to 
anneal  the  tube  to  a  satisfactory  standard  of  flexibility  had 
to  be  developed. 

With  the  increased  growth  of  the  company,  and  particu- 
larly as  extensive  internal  development  needed  to  be  con- 
tinued on  sound  scientific  and  technical  lines,  a  laboratory 
was  installed  in  1948.  Quite  early  it  was  found  essential  to 
provide  a  technical  service  to  customers,  and  one  of  the 
main  extensions  has  been  in  the  floor  area  and  facilities  of 
the  laboratory. 

Recently  an  extensive  laboratory  development  has  been 
completed,  in  which,  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
company,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  split  the  various 
activities.  The  largest  section  of  the  department  is  the 
customer-service  laboratory.  The  technical  service  and  de- 
velopment laboratory  carries  out  a  variety  of  direct  cus- 
tomer-service work.  It  examines  products,  suggests  the 
best  type  of  tube  or  container  for  packaging  the  products 
and,  in  conjunction  with  the  surface-coatings  materials 
laboratory,  develops  special  protective  or  decorative  coat- 
ings where  necessary.  The  laboratory  has  carried  out  much 
work  on  inhibitors  for  tube  products,  and  in  certain  circum- 
stances develops,  in  co-operation  with  customers'  labora- 
tories, suitably  inhibited  products  for  packaging  in  unlined 
metal  tubes.  Specific  problems  are  investigated  in  the  lab- 
oratories and  in  the  course  of  time  much  useful  information 
on  corrosion,  particularly  of  aluminium  tubes,  has  been 
collected.  It  is  available  to  customers  and  prospective  custo- 
mers alike  as  part  of  the  company's  service. 

One  section  of  the  laboratory  deals  with  aerosol  prob- 
lems, and  is  fully  equipped  to  carry  out  trial  fillings  of  cus- 
tomers" products.  Both  pressure  and  freeze-propellent 
charging  methods  are  used,  and  the  section  is  equipped  to 
carry  through,  in  co-operation  with  the  customer,  an  aero- 
sol project  from  the  drawing  board  to  bulk  filling  through 
every  stage  of  testing  and  development.  The  corrosion 
section  of  the  laboratory  is  equipped  with  the  normal  type 
of  test  cabinets  for  exposure  of  specimens  at  different  levels 
of  temperature  and  humidity,  but  additionally  has  electro- 
chemical equipment  specifically  designed  for  rapid  assess- 
ment of  corrosion  behaviour  in  packaging,  and  a  microscope 
room  fully  equipped  for  visual  and  photomicrographic  work 
on  metallurgical  and  other  specimens. 

The  first  plastic  mouldings  made  by  the  company  were,  as 
already  stated,  caps  made  from  urea-formaldehyde  resins. 
They  continue  to  be  made  in  large  quantities  and  once  again

the  basic  principle  of  manufacture  is 
unaltered,  though  the  modern  plant 
consists  of  fully  automatic  high-speed 
presses.  The  company's  plastics  divi- 
sion, however,  has  grown  phenomen- 
ally. The  injection  moulding  department 
in  particular  has  shown  tremendous 
growth,  widening  to  take  in  the  manu- 
facture of  such  varied  objects  as  refrig- 
erator frames  and  vacuum-cleaner  parts 
down  to  tiny  aerosol  valve  components. 

The  most  recent  development  of  all 
has  been  the  setting-up  of  what  is 
termed  the  Lamforte  department,  which 
is  engaged  in  manufacturing  industrial 
products  such  as  factory  wheel-barrows 
and  panniers  for  endless  belts  for  quar- 
ries and  coal  mines.  The  Lamforte  pro- 
ducts are  made  by  stamping  glass  fibre 
into  shapes  that  are  resin-bonded  into 
objects  as  strong  as,  but  much  lighter 
than,  the  metal  ones  they  replace.  The 
department  is  also  developing  vacuum- 
forming  techniques,  and  a  number  of 
interesting  components  are  being  pro- 
duced in  considerable  quantities  by  that 
method. 

Here  again  there  has  been  considerable  emphasis  upon 
laboratory  development,  both  for  evaluating  the  new  poly- 
mers that  have  become  increasingly  available  to  manufac- 
turers since  the  1939-45  war,  and  also  to  provide  technical 
service  for  customers  of  the  plastics  division,  much  in  the 
same  way  as  on  the  metal  side  of  the  business.

Group).  Polyzote  is  a  polystyrene  into 
which  a  chemical  agent  has  been  intro- 
duced. Under  heat  treatment,  the  chem- 
ical forms  a  gas  which  expands  and, 
within  the  confines  of  a  mould,  sinters 
the  expanded  plastic  granules  into  a 
rigid  mass  of  remarkable  strength  for 
its  density  yet  is  capable  of  being  cut 
with  a  knife.  The  expanded  plastic  is 
extremely  light,  and  has  high  shock 
absorption  properties.  By  enclosing  the 
granules  in  a  metal  mould,  expanded 
polystyrene  to  required  shapes  is  ob- 
tained. Mouldings  can,  therefore,  be 
made  for  those  applications  for  which 
board  material  or  fabricated  articles 
are  not  entirely  suitable  and  Messrs. 
Expanded  Plastics  provide  a  complete 
service  for  supplying  mouldings  to  cus- 
tomers' requirements. 

New  Waxing  Process. — An  improve- 
ment in  the  process  for  the  internal 
waxing  of  collapsible  metal  tubes,  which 
ensures  a  harder  and  more  even  coat- 
ing, has  been  made  recently  by  Ven- 
esta,  Ltd.,  Vintry  House,  Queen  Street 
Place,  London,  E.C.4.  The  new  method 
is  "  flush  waxing "  and  is  carried  out 
on  machines  of  American  design  which 
are  exclusive  in  this  country  to  Messrs. 


Venesta.  Pre-heated  tubes  were  formerly 
sprayed  automatically  with  molten  wax 
as  they  spun  round  in  a  spraying  cham- 
ber. With  internal  flush  waxing  the 
tubes  are  mounted  on  hollow  pins  and 
pass  into  a  chamber  maintained  at 
121°  C.  As  the  tubes  move  through  the 
heated  chamber  on  a  conveyor,  molten 
wax,  also  at  121°  C,  is  pumped  for  a 
Jew  seconds  into  each  tube  through  the 
ends  of  the  hollow  pins,  providing  a 
continuous  and  regular  film  of  wax,  the 
thickness  of  which  can  be  held  con- 
stant throughout  a  production  run. 
Messrs.  Venesta  claim  that  the  process 
has  opened  up  a  number  of  new  fields 
for  packing  aqueous  adhesives,  etc.

Aluminium    Elongated    Tubes.  — 

What  is  claimed  "  a  new  development 
of  major  importance  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  elongated  collapsible  metal  tubes 
that  reduces  the  cost  of  that  type  of 
tube  by  almost  10  per  cent.,"  has  been 
introduced  by  Venesta,  Ltd.,  Vintry 
House,  Queen  Street  Place,  London, 
E.C.4.  The  installation  of  new  extrusion 
machinery  at  the  company's  tube  fac- 
tory makes  possible  for  the  first  time 
the  extrusion  of  elongated  tubes  of 
aluminium  instead  of  the  more  expen- 
sive tin.  Messrs.  Venesta  state  that  pre- 
viously it  had  been  accepted  that  elon- 
gated tubes  must  be  extruded  from  tin 
because  of  inherent  difficulties  in  get- 
ting aluminium  to  "  flow  "  in  the  noz- 
zle-forming dies.  But,  after  more  than

elongated  nozzle  tubes  in  aluminium. 
A  saving  of  approximately  2s.  per  gross 
over  similar  tubes  of  tin  is  claimed.  One 
danger  in  the  extrusion  of  elongated 
tubes,  whether  of  aluminium  or  tin,  is 
the  occurrence  of  small  particles  of 
metal  around  the  nozzle,  which  are 
usually  too  small  to  be  seen  by  the 
naked  eye.  To  check  tubes  for  such 
minute  defects  the  technical  develop- 
ment section  have  designed  and  built 
a  projector  which  throws  strong  light 
on  to  the  tube,  the  shadow  of  which  is 
picked  up  on  a  screen  some  feet  away, 
and  any  particles  of  metal  adhering  to 
the  nozzle  are  immediately  shown  up. 

An  Automatic  Coder. — An  answer 
to  the  problem  of  coding  cylindrical 
objects  such  as  aluminium  containers 
and  flat-bottomed  tubes  is  put  forward 
in  a  new  machine  developed  by  Alite 
Machines,     Ltd.,     Pixmore  Avenue, 


Letchworth,  Herts,  and  capable  of  cod- 
ing sixty  containers  a  minute.  Alumi- 
nium containers  are  fed  into  the 
machine  by  hand  or,  where  the  unit  is 
part  of  a  conveyor  line,  automatically 
into  the  magazine,  where  it  drops  on 
to  a  locating  "  vee."  A  mandrel,  ade- 
quately spring-loaded  to  offer  sufficient 
resilience  against  damage  to  the  con- 
tainer, then  enters  the  container,  carries 
it  across  the  machine,  and  forces  the 
base  against  the  coding  type.  As  the 
mandrel  moves  back  to  its  original  posi- 
tion the  container  falls  slightly  so  that, 
on  its  return  journey,  the  end  of  the 
locating  vee  prevents  the  container  from 
going  right  back.  When  the  mandrel 
is  entirely  withdrawn  the  container 
drops  through  the  output  chute.  The 
machine  is  capable  of  coding  sixty  con- 
tainers per  minute.  Magazines,  man- 
drels, etc..  are  interchangeable.  The 
basic  unit,  with  set  of  alternative  parts, 
may  be  adjusted  to  operate  containers 
from  ly  to  2  in.  diameter  and  H  to  6 


in.  long.  An  adjustable  magazine  holds 
200  and  more  cartons  at  a  time,  and 
loading  may  take  place  whilst  the  ma- 
chine is  running.

PACKAGING  DESIGNERS

Packaging  Materials 
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Dirty  Linen 

A  news  paragraph  on  p.  108  gives  the  substance  of  a 
letter  which  "  A  Liverpool  Pharmacist  "  saw  fit  to  send 
to  a  local  newspaper  for  publication.  The  views  he 
expressed  were  such  as  he  was  perfectly  entitled  to  hold 
and  others,  for  ought  we  know  to  the  contrary,  may 
share.  But  we  do  not  think  we  shall  be  alone  in  think- 
ing that  he  has  gone  the  worst  way  about  influencing 
matters  in  the  way  he  wants  them  to  be  influenced.  Of 
course  any  pharmacist  is,  as  a  citizen,  "  entitled  to  the 
basic  rights  of  a  free  Press  "  but  if  he  uses  them  he 
should  do  so  as  private  citizen  and  not  as  a  pharma- 
cist, for  pharmacists  are  entitled  to  a  fair  Press  and  a 
fair  public  opinion  and  he  is  prejudicing  both  in  writ- 
ing in  the  way  he  does  over  such  a  nom  de  plume  as 
"  A  Liverpool  Pharmacist."  His  professional  colleagues 
have  now  a  much  greater  grievance  against  him  than  he 
could  legitimately  feel  against  his  Association.  For  their 
secretary's  letter  had  nothing  to  do  with  a  member's 
right  to  voice  grievances.  It  had  to  do  with  good  man- 
ners and  good  diplomacy.  If  pharmacists  have  griev- 
ances against  doctors  they  should  put  them  to  doctors 
and  not  air  them  before  the  public.  And  if  they  have 
complaints  against  their  own  committees  they  should 
voice  them  at  their  own  meetings  and,  if  they  get  no 
satisfaction,  vote  the  committees  out  of  office.  The  net 
result  of  "  Liverpool  Pharmacist's  "  efforts  is  to  leave 
his  readers  with  the  feeling  that  pharmacists  are  un- 
pleasant people,  eaten  up  with  self-pity  and  inclined  to 
make  offensive  remarks  about  other  professional  people. 
Was  that  what  he  wanted? 

Three  Parties  to  Please  with  the  Package 

Two  factors  of  importance  in  making  a  successful  sale 
are  the  quality  of  the  product  and  the  quality  of  the 
pack.  The  public's  appreciation  of  product  presentation 
has  been  continually  developing,  albeit  subconsciously, 
over  the  past  twenty-five  years.  Gone  long  ago  are  the 
days  when  a  customer  would  accept,  say,  tablets  in  a 
twist  of  paper,  or  when  the  condition  of  a  product, 
once  it  had  left  the  works,  did  not  interest  its  manu- 
facturer. Today  the  twin  aims  are  maximum  protec- 
tion in  transit  and  maximum  sales  appeal  on  display. 
Both  factors  have  been  given  increasing  attention  by 
manufacturers,  especially  during  the  past  decade,  though 
many  were  for  too  long  over-concerned  with  their  own 
arrangements  and  needs.  Only  when  maker,  stockist 
and  consumer  alike  find  a  package  efficient,  pleasant  to 
handle  and  attractive  to  look  at  can  it  be  said  to  have 
arrived  at  the  ideal. 


It  is  the  experience  of  those  who  have  striven  to  pro- 
vide for  their  product  that  ideal  package  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  cutting  out  almost  entirely  wastage  of  contents 
from  damage  to  container,  or  loss  of  quality  from  deteri- 
oration during  shelf  life,  they  have  been  rewarded  with 
reduced  costs  of  "  hard  "  selling.  What  once  required 
personal  salesmanship,  both  to  persuade  the  retailer  to 
stock  and  to  enable  the  stockist  to  influence  the  customer 
to  buy,  is  now  to  a  large  extent  done  effortlessly  by  the 
package  itself. 

Those  considerations  have  led  makers  to  review  their 
packaging  methods  and  designs  and  have  brought  about 
fundamental  changes  in  the  methods  of  manufacture  of 
packaging  materials,  both  traditional  and  modern.  It 
would  be  hard  to  say  whether  the  effects  of  those 
changes  are  seen  most  strongly  in  glass  (an  industry  that 
has  been  revolutionised)  or  plastics  (an  industry  that 
has  been  created).  Certainly  both  materials  merit  the 
study  they  have  received  at  the  hands  of  writers  in 
this  issue.  Packaging  as  an  industry  has  passed  its 
formative  period  and  is  today  well  catered  for  with 
machines  and  equipment  that  reduce  manufacturers* 
costs.  Those  new  aids  to  productivity  are  reviewed  under 
"  Packaging  Notes  "  (pp.  124-26). 

Yet  when  supplier,  distributor  and  consumer  have 
said  their  say  on  the  type  of  package  they  prefer,  the 
final  word  is  with  the  specialist,  and  that  is  why  we 
include  in  this  special  packaging  number  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  a  short  list  of  designers  in  the 
London  area  who  offer  their  professional  services  to 
manufacturers. 

Agreements  in  Restraint  of  Employment 

In  a  recent  case  before  the  courts  one  of  the  questions 
raised  was  whether  an  agreement  between  two  com- 
panies not  to  employ  any  person  who  had  been  em- 
ployed by  the  other  during  the  previous  five  years  was 
valid  and  enforceable.  Though  an  agreement  that  is  in 
restraint  of  trade  is  not  void  for  that  reason,  the  courts 
apply  two  tests  to  determine  whether  an  agreement  is 
void  or  valid.  First,  the  restraint  must  be  reasonably 
in  the  interests  of  the  parties  who  have  entered  into  the 
agreement.  Secondly,  it  must  be  reasonable  from  the 
public's  point  of  view  and  not  injurious  to  the  public 
interest.  In  the  case  mentioned  the  plaintiffs  carried  on 
a  manufacturing  business  in  premises  adjoining  those 
in  which  the  defendants  carried  on  a  similar  business. 
Owing  to  difficulties  in  recruiting  labour  and  to  pre- 
serve trade  secrets,  the  two  companies  had  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  each  other  not  without  written  con- 
sent "  at  any  time  to  employ  any  person  who  during  the 
then  past  five  years  shall  have  been  a  servant  of  (the 
other)  ". 

During  the  1939-45  war,  which  brought  direction  of 
labour  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  the  risk  arose  that  a 
refusal  by  either  party  to  accept  a  worker  directed  to 
him  by  the  Ministry  might  entail  the  inability  to  re- 
cruit any  labour  at  all.  Nevertheless  the  plaintiffs  in- 
voked the  agreement  in  1943  and  again  in  1953.  In 
1955  they  transferred  their  factory  to  another  locality. 
Anxious  to  maintain  their  previous  factory  in  produc- 
tion up  to  the  actual  date  of  removal,  they  sought  an 
assurance  from  the  defendants  that  the  agreement 
would  be  observed,  offering  a  concession  that,  from  the 
date  of  removal  they  would  waive  any  objection  to  the 
engagement  by  the  defendants  of  any  female  labour 
previously  employed  by  the  plaintiffs  and  rendered  re- 
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dundant  by  the  removal.  The  agreement  otherwise  was 
in  force. 

In  March  1957  the  chief  chemist  of  the  plaintiffs 
gave  three  months'  notice  and  sought  employment  with 
the  defendants.  Plaintiffs  objected,  but  the  defendants 
contended  that  there  was  no  bar  to  the  employment. 

On  the  facts,  the  court  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  agreement  had  not  been  terminated  by  mutual  con- 
sent and  that  it  was  determinable  at  the  instance  of 
either  party.  Twelve  months'  notice  was  regarded  as 
reasonable. 

The  important  question  was  whether  the  agreement 
was  to  be  regarded  as  invalid  as  being  in  unreasonable 
restraint  of  trade.  Important  points  were  that  there  were 
other  competing  manufacturers  with  whom  the  agree- 
ment did  not  prevent  an  employee  of  the  two  compan- 
ies concerned  from  seeking  employment.  But  the  five- 
year  ban  on  employment  was  held  to  be  of  an  un- 
reasonable length.  From  the  point  of  view  of  weekly 
workers  and  women  employees,  the  restriction  would 
deny  them  engagement  in  their  own  trade  and  drive 
them,  to  find  some  alternative  occupation.  Even  for 
highly  skilled  personnel  five  years  was  far  too  long.  The 
restriction,  therefore,  failed  to  satisfy  the  first  test,  in 
that  it  was  more  severe  than  the  interests  of  the  parties 
to  the  agreement  required. 

As  regards  the  second  test,  the  agreement  was  held 
to  be  not  in  the  public  interest.  Enforcement  of  its 
terms  would,  in  war-time  conditions,  have  worked  a 
public  mischief  and  even  at  present  would  entitle  one 
party  to  deny  employment  to  a  large  number  of  people. 
The  court  accordingly  held  that  the  restriction  was  in- 
valid and  unenforceable.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

A  physician  whose  name  is  attached  to  two  operations 
and  to  a  serum  was  born  a  century  ago  on  February  2.  He 
was  Ernest  Tavel,  who  was  chiefly  known  for  his  intro- 
duction of  iodochlorhydroxyquinum  (Vioform)  into  medi- 
cine. Tavel  was  born  at  La  Bretonniere  near  Payerne  in 
Switzerland.  He  studied  medicine  at  Strasburg,  Basle,  and 
finally  at  Berlin,  where  he  obtained  the  M.D.  in  1880.  In 
1892  he  was  appointed  professor  extraordinarius  of  bacteri- 
ology at  Berne,  and  in  1906  extraordinarius  of  surgery.  His 
paper  on  Vioform  was  published  in  1900  (Deutsche  Zeit- 
schrift  fur  Chirurgie,  55.  557-76).  Tavel  died  in  1912.

Miss  Rose  Heilbron,  Q.C.,  who  a  few  weeks  ago  addressed 
the  British  Medical  Association  on  "  The  Legal  Responsi- 
bilities of  Doctors  "  should  really,  as  a  successful  barrister 
and  now  Recorder,  know  the  answer  to  her  question  "  Is 
it  not  possible  to  invent  some  infallible  system  which  could 
overcome  the  fallibility  of  human  nature  ?  "  In  the  last 
resort  it  is  not.  Every  possible  automatic  safeguard  ought 
always  to  be  applied,  and  that  may  well  involve  devising 
and  introducing  a  good  many  new  ones.  But  in  the  end  the 
human  factor  continues  present.  Indeed,  not  only  must  that 
be  so,  but  it  is  not  desirable  that  it  should  be  otherwise.  If 
automation  were  ever  theoretically  possible  in  the  operating 
theatre  it  would,  like  any  hypothetical  "  automatic  justice  " 
in  the  courts,  fall  short  of  the  living  and  improving  best 
that  results  from  attracting  the  best  brains  and  hands  into 
the  profession  of  surgery  and  its  attendant  professions,  and 
cultivating  skills  to  the  highest  levels  education  can 
achieve.  If,  moreover,  automatic  safeguards  could  be  de- 
vised they  would  be  effective  irrespective  of  degrees  of 
human  intelligence,  robbing  Miss  Heilbron  of  the  logic  of 
her  other  suggestion  that,  when  warnings  were  given  to 


patients  about  the  use  of  drugs,  they  should  "  take  into 
account  the  intelligence  of  the  patient."  As  a  precept  that 
may  be  admirable,  but  if  charges  of  negligence  were  to  be 
lodged  for  failure  to  take  into  account  the  intelligence  of  the 
patient  how  would  a  Court  sort  out  the  justice  or  otherwise 
of  the  charge  ? 

★ 

How  many  times  a  day  should  the  teeth  be  brushed  ?  The 
question  has  become  controversial  because,  while  the  British 
Dental  Association  tries  to  educate  the  public  to  brush 
them  frequently,  as  the  only  answer  to  decay,  tooth-paste 
manufacturers,  or  some  of  them,  are  undermining  the  Asso- 
ciation's work  by  publicising  claims  that  their  product  gives 
whole-day  protection.  Mr.  W.  Stewart  Ross  (the  B.D.A.'s 
representative  on  the  Independent  Television  Authority's 
advertising  advisory  committee),  has  said  that  advertising  of 
that  kind  is  creating  public  apathy  and  neglect  in  the  care 
of  the  teeth.  The  proof  of  that,  he  said,  was  to  be  found  in 
"  the  tremendous  decrease  in  the  sale  of  tooth-brushes." 
He  went  on  to  say  that  the  Association's  Dental  Health 
Education  Committee  was  making  strong  representations  to 
bring  about  a  modification  in  the  wording  and  format  of  the 
offending  advertisements.  Unless  the  Minister  of  Health 
was  prepared  to  finance  a  counter-campaign  on  the  care  of 
teeth  he  felt  that,  in  the  public  interest,  all  newspapers  and 
television-programme  contractors  should  refuse  such  adver- 
tisements in  their  present  form.  The  I.T.A.'s  advisory  com- 
mittee is  understood  to  be  investigating  the  complaints. 
Meanwhile  from  America  comes  news  of  papers  read  be- 
fore the  division  of  biological  chemistry  of  the  North- 
western University  Dental  School  on  the  chemistry  of  tooth 
decay  and  compounds  that  show  promise  in  inhibiting  it. 
According  to  generally  accepted  theory  dental  caries  is  often 
due  to  lactic  and  pyruvic  acids  formed  by  enzymes  acting 
on  residues  of  fermentable  sugar  in  the  mouth.  Those  gly- 
colytic enzymes  probably  reside  in  micro-organisms  found 
in  the  "  plaque "  layer  covering  the  tooth  surface,  and 
chemicals  that  would  inhibit  a  step  in  the  glycosis  should 
reduce  the  amount  of  acid  formed  and  in  turn  reduce 
tooth  decay.  Chemicals  tested  as  glycolytic  inhibitors  in- 
clude vitamin  K,  antibiotics,  urea,  and  some  common  amino 
acids.  Of  those  only  a  few  had  significantly  reduced  bac- 
terial count  or  would  prevent  acid  formation.  More 
promising  are  the  phthaloyl  and  carbobenzoxy  amino  acids, 
lysine  with  its  a-  and  e-amino  groups  blocked  with  tosyl 
and  carbobenzoxyl  radicals,  and  several  blocked  amino 
dipeptide  esters.  The  phthaloyl  phenylalanyl  compounds 
have  been  shown  to  inhibit  glycolytic  enzymes.  Bacteria  in 
the  mouth,  of  course,  should  not  be  totally  inhibited  or 
killed.  To  go  much  beyond  suppressing  glycolytic  action 
could  upset  the  bacterial  flora.  How  far  does  "  whole-day 
protection  "  of  the  advertisers  go  ?

Gone,  after  eight  years'  existence,  is  its  "  school  magazine  " 
look.  The  blue  title-cum-contents  front  page  of  the  new 
pocket-size  format  is  functional  rather  than  decorative. 
Paradoxically  the  typography  was  improved  because  rising 
costs  compelled  a  review  of  printing  costs. 

A    PHARMACIST'S  ANTHOLOGY 

A  PAINFUL  COMPARISON 

From  The  Sugar  Pill,  by  T.  S.  Matthews 
The  Press  bears  almost  the  same  relation  to  news  as  the 
American  drug  store  to  pharmacy.  It  is  possible  to  get  a 
prescription  filled  at  a  drug  store,  but  drugs  are  a  very  small 
part  of  its  business,  and  most  of  its  customers  are  attracted 
by  the  soda  fountain,  the  book-racks,  the  tobacco  counter, 
the  fountain  pens,  rubber  goods,  etc.,  etc.  There  are  still  a 
few  old  firms  which  confine  themselves  strictly  to  pharma- 
ceutical business,  but  they  are  in  a  dwindling  minority.  It's 
the  same  way  with  the  Press;  it  sells  news  more  and  more 
as  a  sideline,  and  attracts  its  customers  mainly  by  its  soda 
fountains,  pipe-racks  and  "  biologicals."

Impact  of  TV  on  Sales  in  the  Pharmacy 

"TO  SUM  UP  (IF  UNETHICALLY):  '  LONG  LIVE  TV  ADVERTISING 
WITH    ALL    ITS    ENTERTAINMENT    VALUE    AND    SALES    AID '. "

WHAT  is  the  impact  of  television  advertising  on  re- 
tail sales  in  the  pharmacy?  I  have  snatched  a  few 
minutes  from  the  daily  routine  to  sit  back  and 
survey  that  fascinating  question  as  it  applies  to  me. 

Initially,  the  TV  screen  "  blitz  "  was  launched  with  such 
products  as  shampoos,  tooth-paste,  hair  creams  and  other 
toilet  and  cosmetic  lines  having  retail  outlets  far  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  pharmacy.  As  other  manufacturers  were 
able  to  assess  the  increase  in  public  demand  through  the 
new  medium,  gradually  one  medicinal  product  after  another 
made  its  debut  on  the  screen,  until  today  their  name  is 
legion. 

During  one  evening's  watching  we  are  now  advised  to 
try  three  or  four  different  remedies  for  headache;  and 
assured  that  many  differing  preparations  (at  least  in  pack) 
are  the  only  certain  ones  for  indigestion;  not  to  mention 
innumerable  aids  to  beauty,  aids  to  sleep,  and  even  aids  to 
a  better  job. 

Hardened  to  "  Sales  Patter  "  ? 

When  TV  sales  appeal  first  made  itself  felt,  the  chemist's 
temptation  was  strong  to  step  up  his  buying  order  on  being 
assured  by  the  "  rep  "  that  "  this  product  is  going  on  TV  in 
the  near  future,"  but  I  suspect  that  most  buyers  have  now 
become  hardened  to  that  sales  patter. 

There  are,  of  course,  a  number  of  outstanding  successes 
in  TV  advertising,  and  I  would  pick  out  for  mention  such 
products  as   Beecham's   powders.  Alka   Seltzer,   Milk  of 


Magnesia,  and  Lucozade,  sales  of  which  have  considerably 
increased  in  my  pharmacy. 

There  are  other  products  which.  I  venture  to  suggest, 
were  looked  upon  by  most  pharmacists  as  "also  rans"; 
and  even  on  the  admission  of  the  "  rep "  were  not  fast 
sellers,  but  which  have  taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life  (Iron 
lelloids  and  Veno's  cough  mixture,  to  mention  only  two). 
Last,  but  by  no  means  least,  come  the  C.F.  products,  sales  of 
which  have  been  stimulated  by  TV.  The  most  outstanding 
of  those  is  Euthymol  tooth-paste. 

As  a  pharmacist  I  would  like  to  see  more  C.F.  products 
on  the  TV  screen,  with  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  "  This 
product  is  obtainable  from  your  chemist  only." 

The  impact  of  TV  advertising  on  the  public  cannot  be 
denied.  It  is  almost  a  daily  occurrence  to  hear  the  remark 
at  the  counter  "  I  saw  it  on  TV  last  night,  and  thought  I 
would  like  to  try  it." 

Before  completing  this  survey.  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union's  Christmas  shopping 
programme  on  TV.  The  fact  that  the  full  impact  on  sales 
in  retail  pharmacies  may  not  have  reached  expectations 
during  the  Christmas  period  was  no  fault  of  the  N.P.U.  In 
my  opinion  it  was  due  to  the  high  postal  rates. 

To  sum  up,  on  the  maxim  that  "  all's  fair  in  love  and 
war,"  my  reaction  is  "  Long  live  TV  advertising,  with  all  its 
entertainment  value  and  sales  aid."  That  may  sound  rather 
unethical — but  then,  what  pharmacist  can  afford  to  be,  as 
it  were,  exclusively  ethical  all  the  time  ? 


TV  Advertising  and  the  Wholesaler 

THERE  IS  NO  SPECIAL  STRAIN  ON  STOCK-KEEPING.  BUT  MORE  AND 
EARLIER  NEWS  FROM  THE  MANUFACTURER  WOULD  BE  WELCOMED 


WHILE  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  powerful  im- 
pact of  TV  advertising,  its  effect  on  the  pharma- 
ceutical wholesaler  is  relatively  small,  and  places 
no  strain  on  stocks  that  are  subject  to  normally  efficient 
methods  of  control. 

A  Mistaken  Assumption 

There  is  a  tendency  to  regard  television  advertising,  still, 
as  a  remarkable  novelty  capable  of  producing  the  most 
astonishing  results  for  all  types  of  commodity,  but  that 
is  not  so.  For  most  advertisers,  TV  appears  now  to  have 
settled  into  its  place  in  the  advertising  scheme  of  things, 
alongside  the  newspapers,  the  magazines  and  other  types 
of  publicity  media.  Where  the  product  is  a  novelty,  or  has 
some  special  and  unfamiliar  attraction,  the  powerful  and 
intimate  impact  of  TV  advertisements  can  produce  quite 
striking  results.  On  the  other  hand,  where  the  product  is 
familiar  or  unexciting,  TV  cannot  be  expected  to  produce 
startling  effects;  it  simply  does  a  sound  advertising  job  and 
produces  results  comparable  with  those  of  other  media. 

There  are  few  commodities,  sold  through  the  retail  phar- 
macy, that  can  lay  claim  to  novelty  and  special  attraction 
and  for  which,  by  the  wildest  stretch  of  imagination,  TV 
advertisements  can  be  expected  to  create  queues  of  eager 
buyers  at  pharmacy  doors.  Thus,  even  though  individual 
retailers  may  sometimes  be  noticeably  affected  by  TV  ad- 
vertising, the  wholesaler  is  hardly  likely  to  be  "  pulled- 
out  "  as  a  result.  Moreover  a  great  part  of  the  more  power- 
ful TV  advertising  is  carried  out  by  the  large-scale  adver- 
tisers who  employ  their  own  sales  staff  to  call  on  retailers 


direct.  They  naturally  make  a  special  effort,  coinciding  with 
a  TV  scheme,  to  mop  up  a  great  deal  of  the  extra  demand 
so  that  the  wholesaler  is  hardly  affected. 

The  response  to  TV  advertising,  combined  with  direct- 
supply  to  retailers,  occasionally  results  in  embarrassment  to 
the  wholesaler,  making  him  rather  chary  of  lending  his 
support  to  some  of  the  much-trumpeted  TV  publicity 
schemes.  A  recent  example  was  the  case  of  a  well-known 
article  of  masculine  toilet  that  was  subjected  to  intensive 
TV  advertising.  Wholesalers'  advance  orders  were  com- 
pletely ignored,  and  an  "  allocation  "  (a  mere  fraction  of 
anticipated  needs)  was  made  by  the  manufacturer.  Adding 
insult  to  injury,  the  manufacturer's  representatives  then 
channelled  orders  via  the  wholesaler  at  such  a  rate  that, 
to  honour  them,  the  wholesaler  would  have  had  to  dis- 
appoint his  own  established  customers  and  prevent  his  own 
representatives  from  offering  the  line. 

Need  for  Advance  Information 

A  major  difficulty  in  assessing  the  effects  of  TV  adver- 
tising arises  from  the  paucity  of  information  regarding 
forthcoming  schemes.  The  trade  Press  supplies  the  bare 
information  that  such-and-such  manufacturers  are  using 
television  advertising;  some  manufacturers  go  to  great 
lengths  to  inform  the  wholesaler  of  their  plans.  The  first 
gives  no  indication  at  all  of  the  size  or  intensity  of  the 
scheme,  while  the  second,  not  unnaturally,  does  all  he  can 
to  make  his  scheme  sound  like  the  biggest  since  advertising 
began;  between  the  two  the  wholesaler  is  quite  bewildered 
and,  unless  he  studies  Channel  9,  etc..  with  great  care,  he 
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has  no  idea  what  is  going  on.  It  is  a  great  deal  to  expect  of 
any  man  that  he  should  spend  all  his  leisure  watching 
ITV;  he  might  well  exchange  his  sanity  for  advance  buying 
of  dubious  value ! 

No  disparagement  of  TV  advertising  is  implied  in  the 
statement  that  its  effect  on  the  pharmaceutical  wholesaler 
is  not  normally  detectable.  Rather  is  it  a  rebuke  for  those 
who  tend  to  regard  television  publicity  as  a  thing  apart 
from  other  forms  of  advertising,  capable  of  very  different 
results.  Such  a  distorted  point  of  view  imposes  quite  unfair 
standards  upon  this  new  and  excellent  medium,  and  leads 
to  acute  disappointment,  in  some  cases,  when  miraculous 
results  do  not  follow  immediately  upon  a  few  15-second 
TV  "  spots." 


The  wholesaler  naturally  welcomes  advertising  in  any 
form  that  helps  to  promote  demand  and  so  increase  his 
turnover,  and  can  usually  be  relied  upon  to  give  every 
reasonable  support — as  he  has  always  done — to  the  adver- 
tiser. But  he  will  not  be  stampeded  into  panic  buying  just 
because  an  advertiser  believes  that  his  new  TV  scheme  is 
going  to  set  the  Thames  on  fire.  And  he  will  look  with  a 
cold  eye  on  appeals  for  his  co-operation  from  manufac- 
turers who  indulge  in  heavy  advertising  yet  persistently 
fail  to  fulfil  the  wholesaler's  orders  for  their  goods.  Adver- 
tisers who  aim  to  stimulate  demand  must  first  be  sure  of 
their  capacity  to  cope  with  the  response  and,  if  they  want 
the  wholesaler  on  their  side,  they  must  ensure  that  he  has 
the  goods  he  orders. 


A  Manufacturer  Looks  at  TV 

TELEVISION  ADVERTISING  TODAY  IS  SOMETHING  THE  MANUFACTURER  IS  COMPELLED 
TO  CONSIDER— THE  AUDIENCE  GROWS  AND  THE  RETAILER  IS  ENTHUSIASTIC  FOR  IT 


IN  the  early  days  of  television  advertising  it  was  only 
the  largest  and,  perhaps,  most  adventurous  manufac- 
turers whose  marketing  plans  embraced  its  use,  but  today 
every  manufacturer  has  to  consider  it.  The  point  is  worth 
remembering  that  even  in  America  only  236  advertisers 
used  TV  in  its  first  year  in  that  country  (1948),  but  within 
two  years  there  were  23,000  users.  That  pattern  of  accelera- 
ted usage  has  started  in  this  country,  and  it  is  estimated 
that  advertisers  will  have  spent  £30  millions  on  commer- 
cial time  in  1957  alone,  or  nearly  three  times  what  they 
spent  in  1956.  It  may  be  taken  as  certain  that  that  figure 
will  be  exceeded  in  1958,  when  the  full  effect  of  the  new 
stations  in  Scotland  and  Wales  are  taken  into  account. 

Six  Reasons  . .  . 

The  main  reasons  why  the  manufacturer — any  manufac- 
turer —  must  now  look  to  television  as  an  advertising 
medium  are  not  far  to  seek. 

1.  The  advertiser  is  buying  into  a  growing  audience.  Tak- 
ing I.T.A.  homes  as  numbering  in  1957  3,625,000,  and 
knowing  that  new  television  sets  are  being  bought  at  the 
rate  of  over  a  million  a  year,  the  probable  audience  may 
be  put  at  about  5  million  homes  with  commercial  TV  at 
the  beginning  of  1958. 

That  probable  audience  is  spreading  geographically,  but 
the  concentration  of  viewers  is  also  growing  where  I.T.V. 
has  been  longest  established.  The  number  of  actual  viewers 
also  continues  to  grow. 

2.  Television  sells  to  a  more  or  less  captive  audience,  in 
an  intimate  fireside  atmosphere.  It  sells  to  the  family  circle 
at  a  time  when  "  sales  resistance  "  is  low.  The  manufac- 
turer who  brings  his  products  into  the  home  in  that  way 
has  them  not  only  seen  but  discussed  by  people  in  a  favour- 
able buying  mood.  That  is  something  which  no  other  ad- 
vertising medium  can  offer  to  the  same  extent. 

3.  Television  is  the  nearest  the  manufacturer  can  get  to  a 
personal  demonstration  in  the  home,  and  is  therefore  most 
successful  with  products  whose  advantages  can  be  demon- 
strated by  movement  and  action.  The  tremendous  growth 
in  sales  of  electric  shavers  since  they  were  first  advertised 
on  television  is  a  good  example  of  the  truth  of  this  con- 
tention. 

4.  Television  has  an  immediate  effect  when  new  products 
are  advertised.  For  example,  it  is  no  secret  that  the  launch- 
ing of  a  new  tooth-paste  was  far  more  successfully  made  to 
homes  with  I.T.V.  than  to  homes  without,  and  that  its 
establishment  in  the  competitive  tooth-paste  market  was  in 
large  measure  caused  by  T.V.  advertising. 

5.  Television  is  unequalled  in  the  power  of  its  repetitive 
value.  A  brand  name  or  selling  message  may  be  brought 
home  to  the  public  at  frequent  intervals,  and  is  therefore 
especially  valuable  for  seasonal  campaigns.  A  confirming 
campaign  on  television,  month  in  and  month  out,  has  the 


power  of  increasing  public  awareness  of  one  brand  over 
another. 

6.  Retailers  have  shown  enthusiasm  for  television-adver- 
tised products,  and  that  means  orders  and  increased  dis- 
play, leading  in  turn  to  sales  of  the  product  not  only  to 
the  television  audience  but  to  the  public  as  a  whole. 

The  last  point  carries  tremendous  weight  with  the  adver- 
tiser, because  "  dealer  enthusiasm "  is  really  created  by 
television  advertising  and  by  no  other  medium  to  the  same 
extent.  Why  is  that  ? 

First,  because  retailers  see  the  advertising  for  themselves. 
In  the  Northern  area,  for  example,  it  was  estimated  some 
months  ago  that  no  less  than  72  per  cent,  of  the  chemists 
in  the  I.T.V.  area  owned  sets  (twice  as  many  as  among 
the  general  public).  The  retailer  can  therefore  form  his 
own  judgments  about  the  advertising  of  the  products,  and 
knows  as  much  or  more  about  the  advertisements  than  the 
majority  of  his  customers. 

Secondly,  customers  talk  about  the  advertising  and  ex- 
pect to  be  able  to  buy  the  product. 

Thirdly,  the  retailer  has  learnt,  because  of  the  immediate 
effect  of  some  TV  advertisements,  to  stock  up  advertised 
products  in  advance.  It  should  be  remembered  too,  that 
many  of  the  chemist-sold  products  advertised  on  TV  have 
good  profit  margins  for  the  retailer. 

Fourthly,  the  TV  advertiser  has  learnt  that  more  and 
more  retailers  are  capitalising  the  initial  TV  investment  for 
him  by  making  special  displays  and  using  supporting  sales- 
manship. 

Greater  Emphasis  on  Merchandising 

For  those  reasons  the  manufacturer  is  now  putting  greater 
emphasis  on  the  merchandising  of  his  advertisements.  In 
doing  so  he  is  helped  considerably  by  the  trade  journals 
which  publish  information  about  new  campaigns. 

Equally,  however,  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  many 
requirements  of  the  retailer  in  other  directions.  The  pro- 
vision of  display  material  must  not  only  act  as  a  reminder. 
It  must  be  functional,  and  designed  with  the  restrictions  of 
the  average  chemist's  counter  in  mind.  The  manufacturer's 
representatives  must  be  told  exactly  when  and  where  the 
new  advertising  is  going  to  start.  They  must  be  given  a 
"  sales  aid  "  in  order  that  they  can  describe  the  campaign 
quickly  and  thoroughly  to  the  retailer.  In  many  cases  they 
must  also  be  reinforced  by  additional  salesmen,  who  can 
carry  the  news  and  the  products  fast  enough  to  get  a 
thorough  distribution  before  the  advertising  starts.  That 
is  why  the  television  stations  themselves  are  now  beginning 
to  supply  mailing  shots,  special  displays,  and  even  sales 
representatives  to  the  advertiser  who  buys  television  time. 
In  addition  to  producing  good,  hard-hitting  commercials, 
the  manufacturer  can  in  those  ways  help  the  retailer  to  get 
the  greatest  possible  value  for  them.

Deter- 
minations, end-points,  accuracy,  etc.,  come  within  the  scope 
of  the  author's  discussion,  adding  to  the  value  of  the  book 
on  the  reference  shelves  of  the  analytical  laboratory.

Written  for  the  medical 
post-graduate  student  extending  his  knowledge  and  qualifi- 
cations, the  text  is  designed  for  revision  and  facile  reference. 


The  status  of  the  authors  (F.R.C.S.)  guarantees  the  accuracy 
and  orderly  arrangement  of  the  subject  matter,  which  may 
be  readily  understood  by  the  technically,  though  not 
necessarily  medically,  qualified. 

Chemistry  of  Organic  Medicinal  Products

It  may  be  argued  that  a  pharmacological  classification  of 
chemical  compounds  in  a  chemical  book  is  wrong.  In  this 
book,  synthetic  cestrogens  have  been  separated  from  the 
general  grouping  of  sex  hormones.  The  vitamins  are  also 
"  spread  "  widely  because  of  their  differing  chemistry.  The 
expert  upon  teaching  may  successfully  settle  the  issue  and 
as  the  authors  consist  of  a  professor  and  an  associate  pro- 
fessor at  different  schools  of  pharmacy,  another  is  a  pro- 
fessor of  pharmaceutical  chemistry  at  a  medical  school 
and  the  last  is  an  assistant  director  of  research,  the  matter 
must  have  been  thoroughly  discussed.  The  subject  matter 
is  sufficiently  vast  and  lucid  to  permit  such  criticisms. 
Certain  contents  of  earlier  editions  have  been  displaced  in 
favour  of  current  therapeutic  chemicals,  and  the  text  is 
favoured  upon  occasion  with  brief  historical  notes.  Unfor- 
tunately the  British  reader  may  be  momentarily  confused 
by  the  U.S. P.  nomenclature,  though  synonyms  are  included. 
A  chapter  is  devoted  to  some  physicochemical  properties 
of  medicinal  substances,  and  a  further  chapter  deals  with 
isomerism.  The  first  gives  brief  notes  on  a  range  of  sub- 
jects, colloids,  ionic  mechanisms,  tautomerism,  isotopes, 
etc.  The  chapter  upon  stereoisomerism  is,  however,  com- 
paratively detailed,  and  relates  the  subject  to  physiological 
activity. 


BRIDGING  AN  "AGE  GAP"

A  NEW  branch  pharmacy  of  Daleys  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
opened  recently  in  High  Street,  Barnstaple,  Devon,  has 
been  designed  to  bridge  an  "  age  gap."  Formerly  a  drapery 
shop,  the  premises  stand  between  the  Three  Tuns  public 
house — believed  to  be  the  oldest  house  in  the  town — and 
a  wallpaper-shop  with  modern  facade.

"  bridge  "  between  the  periods  represented  by  the  adjoining 
businesses.  The  result  is  a  late-Georgian-type  apothecary's 
shop  exterior — and  a  modern  pharmacy  interior. 

Mr.  Daley  supervised  the  reconstruction  of  the  shop  but, 
regrettably,  did  not  live  to  see  his  venture  well  established. 
Mrs.  Daley  is,  however,  retaining  the  family  business  with 
qualified  assistance.

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NOTES  ON 
NEW  MEDICAMENTS 

Comments  on  items  given  in  Guide  to  New 
Medicaments  (pp.  13Z-133),  especially  to  show 
their  relationship — pharmacological  or  chemical 
— with  other  products  or  compounds. 

DAL-TOCOL. — Chemistry: — The  calcium  salt  of 
d-oc-tocopheryl    acid    succinate.    Seven  toco- 
pherols have  been  isolated  from  natural  sources, 
but    cc  -tocopherol  has   the  greatest  biological 
activity.  The  physiological  role  of  oc -tocopherol 
is  not  yet  clearly  understood,  but  the  compound 
delays  the  oxidation  of  fats  and  vitamin  A, 
may  function  as  a  co-enzyme  in  protein  meta- 
bolism, and  may  also  affect  lipid  metabolism. 
A  relative  deficiency  of  vitamin  E,  resulting  in 
a  deposition  of  fat  in  arteries  and  tissues,  may 
be    associated    with    some    forms    of  cardiac 
failure.     Other    vitamin-E     products  include 
Ephynal,  Fertilol  and  Germinol. 
DLSTAQUAINE  V.K.— Penicillin  V  is  well  known 
as  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  of  the  orally 
active  modifications   of  penicillin.   The  potas- 
sium salt  of  penicillin  V  is  more  soluble  than 
the  parent  acid,  is  absorbed  more  quickly,  and 
gives  higher  blood  levels  of  the  drug.  V-Cil-K 
is  a  similar  product. 
EKAMMON. — Contains  soluble  aspirin  to  reduce 
the  gastric  disturbances   which  many  patients 
experience    when    taking    acetylsalicylic  acid; 
vitamin  K  is  included  to  prevent  the  hypopro- 
thrombinaemia    that    is   associated    with  high 
dosage  salicylate  therapy.  The  administration  of 
salicylates   is   known   to  be  followed  by  an 
increased  excretion  of  vitamin  C.  That  vitamin 
has    important   detoxifying   properties,    and  is 
concerned   in  the   formation   of   collagen  and 
intercellular   material.   For   that  reason   it  is 
included   in   the  Ekammon  formula.  Ce-K-sal 
is  a  similar  product. 
FERSAMAL. — Chemistry:      Ferrous  fumarate. 
Fumaric  acid   and   the   isomeric  maleic  acid 
may  be  obtained  by  heating  malic  acid.  Of 
the   two   isomers,   fumaric   acid   is  the  more 
stable.  The  ferrous  salt  is  well  absorbed  and 
tolerated,  and  the  alimentary  disturbances  asso- 
ciated  with  some   other  forms  of  oral  iron 
therapy,  particularly  inorganic  salts,  are  rare. 
The  anhydrous  salt  contains  about  30  per  cent, 
of  iron,  and  is  comparable  in  iron  content  with 
exsiccated  ferrous  sulphate.  Other  organic  iron 
compounds  used   for   the  treatment  of  iron- 
deficiency   anaemia    include    Cerevon,  Fergon, 
Ferlucon,  Ferronicum,  Folvron,  Hewfolco  (fer- 
rous  gluconate    products),    Ferromyn  (ferrous 
succinate)    and    Plesmet    (ferrous  aminoaceto- 
sulphate).  Colliron  and  New-Ferrum  represent 
preparations  of  ferric  hydroxide. 
N1COLANE. — Contains  narcotine  (sometimes  re- 
ferred to  as  noscapine)  one  of  the  principal 
alkaloids  of  opium.  The  name  was  originally 
given  on  the  assumption  that  the  alkaloid  had 
narcotic  properties,  but  that  belief  was  later 
discounted.  Narcotine  was  at  one  time  thought 
to  be  devoid  of  useful  pharmacological  pro- 
perties, but  has  been  found  to  have  marked 
cough-depressant  activity  comparable  with  that 
of  codeine.  The  drug  is  less  constipating  than 
codeine,  and  is  free  from  many  of  the  side- 
effects  associated  with  the  use  of  the  opium 
alkaloids.   Coscopin   is  a  lozenge  preparation 
of  narcotine.  Other  cough-depressant  products 
are  represented  by  pholcodine,  present  in  Eth- 
nine,  Hewfolco,  Lipect  and  Memine,  Toclase 
(carbetapentane  citrate),  Sedulon  (diethyl-dioxo- 
piperidine)  and  Benylin  (diphenhydramine). 
PRESUREN. — Chemistry:  21-hydroxy-pregnane-3 : 
20-dione   sodium    hemisuccinate.   It   has  been 
known  for  some  time  that  certain  steroid  hor- 
mones,  when   given   in   high  doses,   have  an 
anaesthetic  effect.  By  small  changes  in  chemical 
structure  those  anaesthetic  effects  may  be  en- 
hanced, and  the  endocrine  properties  s.multane- 
ously  reduced  to  negligible  proportions.  Water- 
solubility    is   conferred   by    estenfication  with 
succinic  acid,  and  for  the  first  time  an  anaes- 
thetic agent  is  available  which  in  chemical  struc- 
ture, is  closely  related  to  substances  that  occur 
naturally  in  the  body.  Presuren  is  an  entirely 
new  anaesthetic,  and  bears  no  resemblance  to 
any  other  group  of  anaesthetic  drugs.  The  com- 


pound, sometimes  known  as  hydroxydione,  is 
also  marketed  under  the  name  Viadril. 
PRIMODOS-ORAL.— Chemistry:  Nor-pregnenino- 
lone  with  ethinyl-oestradiol.  The  former  is  one 
of  the  most  effective  orally-active  progestogens 
now  available,  while  ethinyl-oestradiol  is  the 
most  active  oestrogen  known.  The  combina- 
tion permits  effective  oral  therapy  in  a  number 
of  menstrual  disorders,  and  may  also  be  used 
to  test  for  pregnancy.  Other  oral  preparations 
include  Amenorone,  Menstrogcn  oral  and  Orase- 
cron  (ethisterone  with  ethinyloestradiol),  and 
Enavid  (the  latter  containing  norethynodrel — a 
synthetic  compound  with  some  of  the  proper- 
ties of  both  progesterone  and  cestradiol) — and 
ethinylcestradiol-methyl  ether. 

PRIMULOT  N. — Chemistry:  Anhydro-hydroxy- 
nor-progesterone  (nor-pregneninolone).  The 
most  effective  oral  compound  with  progesterone 
activity  previously  available  has  been  ethister- 
one, of  which  doses  of  25-100  mgm.  daily  are 
necessary  to  obtain  a  therapeutic  effect. 
Although  the  new  compound  differs  from  ethis- 
terone only  by  the  loss  of  a  methyl  group, 
that  small  change  in  structure  is  accompanied 
by  a  marked  increase  in  activity.  The  average 
dose  is  of  the  order  of  15  mgm.  daily.  Pre- 
parations of  ethisterone  include  Progestoral  and 
Oraluton. 

PULMODRINE. — Contains  guaiacol  glyceryl  ether 
and  N-methyl  ephedrine.  The  guaiacol  deriva- 
tive has  an  antiseptic  and  expectorant  action, 
and  in  large  doses  may  also  have  a  mephene- 
sin-like  action  in  relaxing  skeletal  muscle. 
N-methyl-ephedrine  is  one  of  the  minor  alka- 
loids associated  with  ephedrine  in  ephedra  herb. 
It  has  the  bronchodilatory  action  of  the  parent 
drug,  but  the  cardiovascular  effects  are  much 
reduced.  The  alkaloid  therefore  has  few  side- 
effects  on  the  blood  pressure  and  pulse  rate. 
Respenyl  is  a  tablet  preparation  containing 
guaiacol  glyceryl  ether.

Italian  Mercury  Exports. — In  the  first 
ten  months  of  1957  Italy  exported 
927-5  metric  tons  of  mercury  valued  at 
3,993,013,000  lire.  Austria  took  340 
metric  tons;  France,  141-4;  West  Ger- 
many, 202-8;  the  United  Kingdom, 
112-1;  Japan,  92  4;  India,  15-6;  Brazil, 
139-7  and  the  United  States,  145-1 
metric  tons. 

U.S.  Resin  Programme. — The  United 
States  Agriculture  Department  has  an- 
nounced that  no  competitive  bid  pro- 
gramme on  resin  for  export  through 
either  cash  sales  or  barter  will  be  oper- 
ated by  its  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion while  the  1957  redemption  pool  of 
the  American  Turpentine  Farmers'  As- 
sociation is  in  operation. 

French  Imports  of  Japanese  Goods. 

— The  French  Government  has  released 
import  quotas  for  a  number  of  Japan- 
ese goods.  This  is  the  first  list  of 
imports  since  the  signing  of  the  trade 
agreement  between  the  two  countries 
on  November  15,  1957.  The  credit  re- 
lease was  made  for  the  first  six  months 
of  the  one  year  agreement.  The  quotas 
include  agar-agar,  thorium  salts,  cam- 
phor, sodium  glutamate,  raw  materials 
for  antibiotics  and  essential  oils. 

Japanese  Action  in  Design  Piracy. — 

The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Trade  has 
announced  rules  designed  to  prevent 
overseas  offices  of  Japanese  firms  from 
engaging  in  "  excessive  competition  " 
and  unfair  practices  such  as  design 
piracy.  Under  the  rules,  overseas  offices 
of  such  firms  are  to  be  directed  to 
organise  informal  marketing  councils  in 


acetic  acid  methyl  ester.  A  central-nervous- 
system  stimulant  with  an  action  intermediate 
between  the  actions  of  caffeine  and  the  amphet- 
amines. Given  intravenously,  Ritalin  has  a 
marked  central  effect,  but  causes  relatively 
little  change  on  the  blood  pressure  or  cardiac 
output.  After  anaesthetics  it  easily  induces  wake- 
fulness, the  effects  of  any  analgesics  are  re- 
tained; and  the  undesirable  side-effects  of  drugs 
such  as  chlorpromazine  are  minimised.  In  barbi- 
turate poisoning  Ritalin  exerts  a  more  con- 
trollable action  than  some  other  antidotes, 
and  is  less  likely  to  cause  convulsions.  Other 
drugs  used  for  their  central  stimulant  effects, 
or  in  the  treatment  of  barbiturate  overdosage, 
include  amphetamine,  dexamphetamine,  picro- 
toxin,  bemegride  (Megimide)  and  aminophena- 
zole  (Daptazole).

That  compound,  though  effective  in  certain 
types  of  epilepsy,  had  a  number  of  toxic  side- 
effects,  and  was  not  widely  used.  In  this  ethyl 
derivative  the  toxicity  is  reduced,  and  the 
activity  increased,  as  the  compound  has  been 
effective  in  cases  resistant  to  other  therapy. 
Phenylacetyl  urea  is  available  as  phenurone; 
Nydrane  (N-benzyl-^g-chloropropionamide),  Dia- 
mox  (acetazolamide)  and  Mysoline  (primidone) 
are  representatives  of  the  newer  compounds 
beini;  used  in  grand-mat  epilepsy.

African  Pyrethrum  Industry.  —  The 

pyrethrum  insecticide  industry  can  look 
forward  to  an  expanding  market  in 
Europe  and  the  United  States  according 
to  the  chairman  and  executive  officer 
of  the  Pyrethrum  Board  of  Kenya  (Mr. 
D.  H.  Pell-Smith  and  Major  Norman 
Hardy),  who  have  just  returned  to 
Africa  from  a  sales  tour  of  those  areas. 
The  present  annual  turnover  of  the 
African  pyrethrum  industry  is  about  £2 
millions.  American  processors,  who 
purchase  68  per  cent,  of  the  pyrethrum 
marketed,  expressed  their  willingness  to 
the  board's  representatives  to  receive  a 
proportion  of  pyrethrum  in  the  form 
of  extract  instead  of  baled  flowers  as 
soon  as  existing  contracts  expire.  By 
that  means  transit  losses  of  the  insec- 
ticide's constituents  encountered  when 
shipping  flowers  should  be  avoided  and 
the  cost  and  time  of  shipment  cut.
